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PACKING HOUSES GUARDE 


NEARLY ONE 7HOUSAND MEN 
UNDER ARMS. 
EFFECTIVE STEPS TAKEN TO PROTECT 
THOSE WHO DESIRE TO WORK— 

LATEST PHASES OF THE STRIKE, 


CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—In these grimly concise 
vords Sheriff Hanchet to-day informed the pack- 
ing house strikers what course the authorities 
propose to take to protect the property and busi- 
ness of the packers: 

Notice to the Public: 

On and after Nov. 9 and until further notice all 
the entrances to Packing town will be open for the 
admission of allmen who desire to go to work and 
for al! persons who desire to do business with the 
packing houses or in the stock yaris, No other per- 
sons will be admitted. Ample protection will be 
farnished all men who desire to go to work, 

To enforce this declaration the Sheriff has at 
his disposal to-night 975 men, just about the 
number of men on the Chicago police fvurce. 
Of this number 326 are special Deputy 
Sheriffs, originally employed as Pinkerton men, 
and the others constitute the First and Second 
Infantry Regiments of the MDlinvis National 
Guard, now encamped in Ferguson’s packing 
house at the steuck yards. This much for the 
authorities. 

The packers’ association, representing every 
packer at the stoek yards, held a meeting this 
morning, and in these resolutions, unanimously 
adopted, gave notice of their intentions: 


Whereas, Itis evident that many men are willing 
to work, but are prevented by the action of the labor 
organizations; and, 


Whereas, The packers are brought face to face 
with the tact that their men are absolutely con- 
trolled by such labor organizations; it is 

Resolved, That we will not employ any man who 
is a member of said labor organization. 

Resolved, That all men employed will be required 
to resign from such labor organizations, and place 
such resignation in the hands of his employer. 

The only utterance of the Knights of Labor 
which hecame public is found in the following, 
which rustled through the region of the stock 
yards to-day like dead leaves before a gale: 

To the Striking Workmen of the Union Stock Yards: 

BROTHERS: The struggle we are engaged in is a ga- 
cred one, and we ask you to give us your undivided 
support. The packers have called out the 
State militia and re-employed Pinkerton’s assas- 
sins to shoot and slaughter you on the slightest 
provocation. We thereiore ask you to conduct your- 
selves orderly, boycott whisky, and above all stay 
out of the Union Stock Yards during the trouble, 
Remember that our success will depend on your 
fidelity. sobriety, and good judgment. Fraternally, 

Executive Committee of the Knights of Labor. 

To help the good work of boycotting the gin 
mills Supervisor Stafford, of the town of Lake, 
this eveinng issued an order elosing all the sa- 
\oons in the vicinity of the stock yards at8 o’clock 
in the evening till further orders. At the same 
time the people were warned against congregat- 
ing in the streets in the stock yards district. To 
all outward appearances the strike was as 
far from settlement to-day as ever. Every- 
thing pointed to a long siege, and it is evident- 
ly expected by all concerned. Outside of the 
members of the First and Second Regiments the 


fact the Governor had ordered the militia under 
arms was not known until the morning 
papers were on the streets. It created much 
less surprise than wus expected, and the 
action was pretty generally commended. Even 
the strikers, who have no animosity against the 
State, seemed pleased to think that the militia- 
men were to take thé place of the hated 
Pinke:ton ‘guards. The two regiments left 
their respective armories, the First in Jackson- 
street,- next to the Leland Hotel, and the 
Second in Washington boulevard on the west 
side, about 11 o’clock, an order havitig been 
issued ‘an hour earlier directing that they 
proceed to the Lake Shore station and thence 
to the stock yards, The militiamen were lib- 
erally cheered as they marched through the 
streets, the Board of Trade men being particu- 
larly enthusiastic as the First marched by the big 
board building. The march from the point where 
the special train landed the wen iuto the stock 
yards was made without opposition. Hundreds 
of men and boys lined the streets, but there was 
nothing worse than some ill natured guying. 
Ferguson’s big warehouse was turned into a 
barracks, and into this the two regiments were di- 
rected. Themen looked upon the whole affair asa 
good dexl of a picnic. Those not employed in 
getting the barracks into shape fer gtcupancy 
amused themselves as they saw tit. Several of 
them sat downto quiet little games of stud 
horse poker; others calmly went to sleep. 

Later in the day baled hay was spread on the 
floor two feet deep, and on this blankets were 
spread for beds. The regiments were fed in Ar- 
mour’s beef house, where the non-union workmen 
are boarded, but to-morrow they will have their 
own mess tables. Along toward night all 
but four companies were marched outside 
the gates and stationed so as to pro- 
te:t workmen desiring to go to their homes. 
‘hey had no work to do in that direction, and 
at dusk were marched batk. Gen. Fitz- 
simmons, the brigade communder, has es- 
tablished headquarters at Ferguson's of- 
fice, with telegraphic communication with 
the city. and will remainon the ground as long 
as troops do. Lieut.-Gov. Smith is with him, 
and Goy. Oglesby is coming up from Springfield 
to-morrow to look over the ground. 

There are about 14,000 men out on the strike. 
Itis the belief of unprejudiced observers, who 
have mingled with the men since the strike 
began, that 90 per cent. of them would tumble 
over each other inarush to get back to work on 
any terms if they dared. T. J.-Barry says the 
men are unanimous in their determina- 
tion and wish to ‘sta out till they 
get eight. hours. Barry said this evening that: 
packing houses employing about 300 men would 
start np in the morning on eight hours. Thereis 
no reason to think that there is any such break 
in the packers’ association. Barry and his asso- 
Ciutes met some of the packers to-day and 
tried to get them to submit the _ dispute 
to arbitration. Burry said to-night that 
he had hopes that the packers would 
take that course. In the same hreath he 
said the strike might last three to six wecks, 
and showed an “ultimatim”. to the pack- 
ers identical with that presented Saturday 
and instantly rejected. Its first clause estab- 
lishes the eight-hour day. Mr. Powderly tele- 
graphed Barry to-day that he had not been in- 
terviewed on the strike, and that Barry must not 
pay any attention to the newspapers. 

There were a few men at work at the packing 
houses to-day aud more are expected to- 
morrow. The strikers hung around the 
streets in the neighborhood and amused 
themselyes by beating forty or tifty of 
the poor fellows who strove to get in and out of 
the yards. One non-union man was thrown 
froim a viaduct to the tracks below and seriots- 
ly = by As far as is known nobody was 
fatally hurt, but several men were beaten into 
insensibility. The town of Lake police sta- 
tion was overrun with men from whose 
heads and faces streams of blood were 
trickling downy. Slugging and intimidation 
committees were every where to be seen and all 
non-union men were closely scrutinized. Some 
of these committees worked quietly among 
the men in various houses, while others 
took the dinner pails away from workmen 
and spilled the contents on the ground. All the 
roughs and “sluggers” of the city’ have flocked 
to the neighborhood and are holding high 
carnival. Immense crowds have gathered 
in the streets and give the _ police a 
great deal of trouble. Something like a small 
riot -occurred just at sunset, when the 
police  uudertook to clear Halsted-street, 
and did it by vigorous clubbing. A 
nvmber of the fellows who assaulted 
non-union men were arrested and heavily tined. 
It is the impression that all but 100 of the Sher- 
iffs Deputies will be withdrawn in a day 
or two and the workof guarding Packing- 
town be given to the militiamen, who are doing 
nothing to-night except to guard their 
own barracks. The strike has not yet affect- 
ed business in this city to any considerable 
extent. but business men in other cities who 
bave dealings with Chicagoare afraid of it. Let- 
ters and dispatches are constantly being re- 
ceived from other parts of the country which 

show that the disturbance is a source of anxiety. 


ALBANY, Nov. 8.—A fresh complication 
has arisen which will call for action by the 
Knights of Labor. lt relates to the slanughter- 
Ing of cattle for dressed beef depots, and 
is an outgrowth of the great Chicago strike. 
Saturday and yesterday 40 carloads of live 
cattle were received at West Albany from 
Chicago, billed to this city, Troy,-and_ points in 
New-Engiland. Agents of the dressed beef firms 
instituted a searcli, and after some little trouble 
fouud that only one buteher weuld kill stock 
for them. It is thought that if the strike in 
Chicago, which has caused the forwarding of 
cattle on the hoof by these firms, continues, 
they will have dificulty in fiuding accommo- 
dations in the East for the killing of their stock. 
The Knights of Labor are bound to support 
their striking brethren in Chicago. and will not 
kill any cattle for the dealers, aud they will also 
bring their influence to bear te prevent others 
from siaughtering for them. ‘he live stock 
flealers will also use their best endeavors to pre- 
vent Eastern butchers from accommodating 
Sueir business adversaries,

THE ADAMS EXPRESS ROBBERY. 


— 


AN EFFORT TO RELEASE THE MESSEN- 
GER FROM RESTRAINT. 

St. Louris, Mo., Nov. 8.—Interest in the 
recent express rdbbery on the Frisco road 
Waserevived to-day by a petition of habeas 
corpus presented to Judge Thayer by Mrs, Lizzie 
Root in behalf of her son, David 8. Fothering- 
ham, the messenger who was in charge of the 
car at the time of the robbery. The petition sets 
forth that he is detained, confined, and re- 
strained of his liberty at the Southern Hotel, in 


this city, by the Adams Express Company, Will- 
iam H. Damsel, and Rubert Pinkerton, of Pink- 
erton’'s Detective Agency; that such detention 
is illegal and without any warrant of law, and 
that he is locked up in a room in the hotel at the 
caprice and mere force of the express company 
and its agents, who constantly watch over him 
and restrain him against his consent, and to his 
great humiliation. The court ordered a writ to 
be issued returnable to-morrow morning. 

Mr. Damsei, the Superintendent of the express 
company, could not be found by the Sheriff's 
otticer until late this afternoon. Shortly before 
that time Mr. Damsel drove up to the Southern 
Hotel and let Detective Melay out of the buggy. 
He then drove directly to the office of the Adams 
Express Company, at Broadway and Olive-street, 
and was hurriedly writing a cipher telegram 
when Deputy Sheriff Nolan, who was on the 
watch for him, entered the office. The deputy 
waited until the telegram had been sent out and 
then said: “Iam here to serve you with a writ 
of habeas corpus. Here is a petition for the 
— Express Company and a copy for your- 
self.” 

“If you will come with me to my attorneys I 
will accept them,” said Mr. Damsel. 

The deputy would not go. Mr. Damsel evi- 
Gently had not been prepared for this move on 
the part of Fotheringhaw’s mother and. was visi- 
bly gisturbed. On the deputy’s dechning to go 
with him to Judge Breckinridge, the attorney 
for the company, he said, ‘*‘Then 1 cannot ac- 
cept service.” 

The writ and copy Lad been placed upon the 
desk in front of the express Superintendent, but 
on his refussl to accept service Deputy Nolan 
_— them up and laid them upon Mr. Damnsecl’s 
eft shoulder. He made no attempt to detain 
the papers there and Mr. Damsel, with au impa- 
tient **Oh, pshaw !’"" shook them off. The papers 
fell to the floor and the deputy departed, leaving 
them lying where they fell. A reporter asked 
Mr. Damselif the company Would resist the pro- 
ceeding. He said: * I have positively nothing to 

Fotheringham has really become a prisoner of 
late, whether voluntary or not. At the begin- 
ning he was allowed a great deal of liberty, and 
the only apparent restraint put upon him was 
the continual presence vf Detective Melay, who 
always seemed to be doing his best to make his 
charge comfortable. Melay's genial face has 
not been seen so frequently about the hotel. and 
Yotheriugham has only appeared in the corridor 
at meal times. Servants who bave seen more of 
Fotheriugham than other persons about the 
place say his mauner has not altered at ail. 
He seems to be contented, and has only 
lost a little color by reason of his con- 
finement in the house. He does fot seem 
to be proud of his position, and when 
obviously the centre of all eyesin the dining 
room bears it without any external evidence to 
show that heis awareofit. It is this constant 
uniform calm in his demeanor and readiness to 
do anything the express company officials may 
desire of him that is telling in his favor. One 
does not now hear a word of the original sus- 
pivion that he was a party to the robbery from 
those who have seen him almost daily and were 
originally certain that he knew more of the 
affair than he chose to tell. 

It leaked out te-night that indictments were 
found to-day by the Grand Jury against Fother- 
ingham, Jim Cummings, aud two others whose 
names could not be learned. Jim Cummings, it 
willbe remembered, was the name which Fother- 
ingham cluims the robber used, but whether he 
is the Cummings of Jesse James’s notorious band 
or some other Cummings is known only to the 
detectives, who claim to have located a portion 
of the stolen money and to have evidence of a 
conspiracy between Fotheringham and others

A DUEL WI1H RIFLES. 


FATAL RESULT OF THE QUARREL OF 
TWO TEXAS RANCHMEN. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, Nov. 8.—Informa- 
tion has reached heré,from Frid Town,the county 
seat of Frio County, of a duel which took place 
on Friday afternoon in Zavalla County, near the 
county line, between two of the wealthiest 
ranchmen in the county—Hiram Bennett and 
John Rumfield. The men for several years 
were close friends and owned many cattie and 
sheepjointly. About a year ago they dissolved 
business relations and a difficulty arose regard- 
ing the number of cattle in a certain bunch, 
which figured in their settlement at a valu- 
ation of $10,000. The breach grew wider 
with time, each sending word = that 
he meant to kill the other. Friday 
afternoon the two ranchmen, with a few cow- 
boys, happened to meet near the edge of the lit- 
tle village of Batesville. They were both ou 
horseback, and each carried a Winchester. It 
Was agreed that they should dismount and fire 
at the word of command from one of the cow- 
boys. They stood about 100 yards apart. Both 
were crack shots, and each tired at the word. 
Bennett fell dead, with a bullet hole through his 
brain. Oue report says Ruutield was wounded Jn 
the thigh; another account says he is uninjured. 
No attempt has been made thus far to arrest 
Rumtield, who is on hls ranch, and would doubt- 
less fight before being carried to jail. The dead 
Man Was worth about $250,000 in cattle, sheep, 
and lands. He leaves a family.

HOW A THIEF WAS CAUGHT. 

Evmira, N. Y., Nov. 8.—Harry Decker, a 
young man of good family, was arrested this 
evening on suspicion of being implicated in the 
theft of a thousand dollars’ worth of diamonds 
belonging to the wife of Alderman A. D. Blair, 
one of the wealthiest lawyers in this city. The 
diamonds were first missed on the night of the 
29th ult., when Mrs. Blair gave a brilliant birth- 
day party, and the loss became the theme of 
conversttion among the guests. Various sus- 
picions and theories were set afloat, but no satis- 
factory clue could be obtained, Finally clair- 
voyauts were sought, and it is said the readers 
of the future positively asserted that the theft 
was committed by one of Mrs. Blair’s neighbors, 
atid they closely described Decker, notwith- 
standiug that they said he was then 150 miles 
outoftown. Decker sold part of the jewels to 
Ward & Woolheims, clothiers, and when the 
theft became known they called the attention of 
the police to their purchase, stating that they 
bought the stones of Decker. Decker's arrest 
followed, as did a full confession of the robbery. 
Alfred R, Potter was with Decker when arrested, 
and assisted him in trying to escape trom the 
Chief, and was also locked up.

A PRINCE TO BE ELECIED 
IMMEDIATELY. 

REPLY OF THE SOBRANJE TO THE SPEECH 
OF THE REGENTS—GEN. KAULBARS’S 
ACTIONS—THE CZAR’S THANKS. 

Trrnova, Nov. 8.—The reply of the 
Sobranje to the speech of the Regents de- 
clares that the Deputies fully recognize the 
superhuman efforts the Government are re- 
quired to make to maintain the law and peace, 
and are confident that the same abnegation will 
be continued until the throne is refilled. It also 
says the Deputies are mindful that their duty is 
immediately to elect a Prince to succeed Alex- 
ander. The address does not refer to M. Karave- 
loff. It concludes with, ‘Long live free and in- 
dependent Bulgaria!” It is expected that the 
Sobranje will elect a Prince to-morrow. 

In regard to the Russian gunboats at Bourgas 
the Russian Cousul there informed the Prefect 
that a gunboat was required to carry communi- 
cations to and from Russia, as the telegraph 
wires were broken. 

The Sobranje to-day adopted the Regents’ ad- 
dress and adjourned until Wednesday. In the 
meantime there will be private reunions ot mem- 
bers to discuss the election of a Prince. 


Soria, Nov. 8.—A_ state of siege has been 
proclaimed throughout Bulgaria. 
Gen. Kaulbars has refused to communicate to 


Russia the note of the Bulgarian Government 
asking the powers to name a@caudidate to the 
throne, because Bulgaria knows that Russia has 
pear the decisious of the Sobranje to be ille- 
gal. 

The Czar has telegraphed toGen. Kaulbars di- 
recting him to convey his thanks to those Bulga- 
rians who show a desire to comply with the im- 
perial counsels. 

Gen. Kaulbars has caused a report to be wide- 
ly circulated that Prince Ferdinand of Hohen- 
zollern will soon be proclaimed suecessor to the 
King of Roumania, 

The Russian iruneclad Mercure has arrived at 
Bourgas, the scene of the recent revolt, and is at 
anchor in the harbor. 

Gen. Kaulbars has sent to the Russian Consuls 
in Bulgaria for circulation among the people the 
formal thanks of the Czar for the reception ac- 
corded the Russian Envoy. 


BoureGas, Nov, 8.—Capt. Nabokoff, the 
Russian who led the revoit here, has been ar- 
rested. 

The Russian Consul here has asked for the re- 
lease of Capt. Nabokoff. The authorities refuse 
to release him until be has been tried. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 8.—M. Nelidoff, the 
Russian Ambassador here, has opened negotia- 
tions with the Porte regarding the election of a 
Priuce of Bulgaria. 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—Mr. Gladstone, in reply 
to the telegrains of the Bulgarian Deputies, says: 
‘*My opinions and desires concerning the eman- 
cipated or autonomous provinces of the 
Ottoman Empire have always been the 
same. The liberties obtained for them from 
the Sultan I consider to be intended for their 
own use and benetit, and it is not proper that 
they should be handed over in whole or in part 
to anybody else. It was a noble act of the late 
Czar to obtain the freedom of Bulgaria, but if 
she is to fall intv servitude in that 
quarter the nobleness of the act disap- 
pears. I cling to the hope that the 
present Czar will be faithful to - the 
traditions which earned honor and gratitude for 
his lamented predecessor. [ have never thought 
it my duty to raise my voice on the present oc- 
casion, beeause I believe there is no difference of 
opinion in England on the subject, and no reason 
to doubt that the sentiment of the nation is 
taithfully representea4an the councils of Europe 
by Lord Iddesleigh.”

ENGLISH POLITICAL AFFAIRS, 
MR. GLADSTONE AND THE LIBERAL 
DISSIDENTS—LORD MAYOR’S DAY. 
Lonpon, Noy, 8.—Mr. Gladstone has 
written to Lord Wolverton a letter in which he 
says: ‘* Nothing can be done toward closing 
the Liberal breach until we know the 
Government’s plans respecting Ireland. 
They have already. taken six months to 
prepare them. If we are all agreed that at the 
end-of this rather ample time they should be pro- 
duced, let the dissident Liberals use their influ- 
ence with the Government aid require their 
production. They will then at the right time ap- 
pear, and nobody can at this time say that we 
must go to loggerheads upon them; but the mere 
fact of concurring in thinking they ought to be 
produced will be a step in the right direction.” 
At a conference to-day of the Liberal Associa- 
tion of London, at which Messrs. Morley and 


Schnadhorst were present, it was. resolved to 
form a representative central association for 
the metropolis. , 

Sir Thomas Esmonde, member of Parliament, 
delivered an address at Kingston this evening on 
the Grattan Parliament. He was escorted to the 
hall by bands of music and a torchlight proces- 
sion, accompanied by an immense crowd. Canon 
Walsh presided. 

The leaders of the Socialists announce to-day 
that they have fiually concluded to abandon the 
idea of holding a meeting in Trafalgar-square 
to-morreoew—Lord Mayor's day. They will prob- 
ably try toform a procession and murch to Hyde 
Park. The police will watch the routes west of 
the Park and will prevent the Socialists from 
gathering. The Socialists have decided to ad- 
dress aletterto Sir Charles Warren. iuquiring 
the reasons for the prohibition of the proposed 
Socialist demonstration; also, to send two mwem- 
bers to Trafalgar-square to claim the right of 
speech. If thetwo men are arrested no meeting 
will be held. 

The Windsor Life Guards have been ordered to 
London to assist at the Lord Mayor’s show. The 
Democratic Federation’ has written again to 
Lord Salisbury saying that the support of the 
clergy attests the depth of the distress among 
the working classes and appealing to him to 
receive a deputation, and also to veto Sir 
Charles Warren’s prohibition of the proposed 
meeting in Trafalgar-square. The. Board of 
Works has ordered that all public works in 
course of construction be barricaded in order 
to prevent the using ef bricks today. Sir 
Charles Warren has requested the local authori- 
ties to keep the streets tree from everything that 
can be used as a missile. Tne West End shops 
are being barricaded. 

The Guinness firm, on the formation of their 
new company, will vive the clerks and managers 
in their employ three months’ salary bonus and 
the workmen one munth’s salary. 

Sir William G. Armstrong, the constructor of 
the Armstrong gun, was to-day presented with 
the freedom of Newcastle. ' 

The Liverpool Exhibition closed to-day. The 
total number of visitors since the openilig was 
about 3,000,000.

THE PROTEST OF MRS. CHANFRAU’S 
COMPANY, LEFT IN CHICAGO. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 8.—The members of the 
company engaged to support Mrs. Henrietta 
Chanfrau in Sir Charles Young’s new play, “ The 
Scapegoat,” which was produced at McVicker’s 
last Monday night, and which was generally 
pronounced a failure, were called together by 
Mr. Tayleure’s representative, who read to them 
a notice from his principal that tne season was 
at an end. Mr. Tayleure and Mrs. Chanfrau 
took the limited train for New-York yester- 
day afternoon, and none of the members of the 


-company knew that the season was to be closed 


until after their departure. Many of the company 
have been obliged to telegraph to New-York for 
money to get them out of the town. Several of 
them have refused other engagements during 
the past week, on Mr. Tayleure’s assurance that 
the season was to be continued. The deserted 
company held a meeting this afternoon, and 
drew up and signed the following document:

“The Scapegoat,” which had representation in Chi- 
cago last werk at McVicker’s Theatre, take this 
method of repudiating the numerous and various 
statements made by said Tayleure that may retiect 
upon us individually or collectively. Mr. Tay- 
leure has been guilty of the very worst sort 
of unprofessional conduct, and more, has descended 
from the position of a gentleman, in his treatment of 
us, and yesterday placed the crowning ignominy 
upon his duplicity by departing with his star and ail 
their belongings, leaving us in entire ignorance of 
his intentions regarding the continuance of our 
season. To-lay we are toli by his repre- 
sentative that the season is closed. ur 
fares to New-York are volunteered by Mr. Lehnen, 
ofthe Windsor Theatre, in consideration of a can- 
cellation of date, and we are further privileged to 
rejoin the company in Boston within three weeks 
should we desire to repeat the experiment that 
has ended so disastrously. 1t is needless to 
add that not a single member of the aban- 
doned cofmpany has any desire for further pro- 
fessional relations with Mr. Tayleure.

He was very much surprised 
and indignant when told the substance of the 
above dispatch, and at once pronounced. the 
statements therein contained as absolutely false. 
Mr. Tayleure’s version. of the attair is 
this: The company engaged to support Mrs. 
Chanfrau was a very expensive one, and one 
composed of especially good people.

AN AMERICAN RANCHMAN KILLED. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, Nov. 8.—Healett 
Griner, one of the most extensive ranchmen in 
Wéstern Texas, was killed last night at Las 
Vecos, Mexico, just across the Rio Grande from 
Del Rio, Texas. Griner lived with his family 
at Walde, and had gone over into Mexico with 
several of his white efhployes to see about the

LAST TUESDAY'S ELECTION 


THE INDIANA LEGISLATURE 
A TIE ON JOINT BALLOT. 
SENATORIAL SCHEMES ALREADY HATCH- 
ING—THE LABOR ELEMENT CLAIMS 

THE BALANCE OF POWER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 8.—The legis- 
lative situation remains practically unchanged. 
The Republican State Central Committee to-day 
received by express certified copies of the bond 
and oath of office of Representative-elect 
Meagher, of Vigo County, which fastens the ques- 
tion of ineligibility. It seems that his ineligibility 
was known to the convention that nominated 
him, but, being a representative of the labor 
element, the Democrats were afraid to defeat 
his nomination. Mr. Lamb said he and Senator 
Voorhees were consulted, and gave the opinion 
that he was eligible. But Mr. McDonald says 
he is not, and the decisions of the Supreme 
Court are numerous against him, and will seat 
the Republican candidate, who only ran 21 votes 
behind him. This makes the Legislature a tie 
on joint ballot, to say nothing of the contests 
that will be made, and of the Clarke and Jeffer- 
son Senator, whose recount is remanded, the 
Democrat only having 2 majority. 

A new Democratic scheme over the Senator- 
ship developed to-day. It i8 to the effect that 
the labor element in the Legislature has laid 
claim to the balance of power and has concluded 
not only not to go into caucus, but is plotting to 
make Mr. Bynum the Senatorial nominee of the 
party and to insure for the labor element a dis- 
tribution of a fair share of the other offices with- 
in the gift of the Legislature. They count upon 


the fact that, a Republican Lieutenant-Governor 
having been elected, Gov. Gray is withdrawn 
froin the contest and the implacable hostility 
which is entertained for him by the McDonald 
faction will influence him to throw his strength 
to Byvum rather than see it go to McDonald. 
It is also Whispered that McDonald 1s making a 
tremendous effort to capture the labor vote, and 
that on Saturday such was his anxiety iu this 
respect that he telegraphed to the leaders to the 
effect that ** the labor organization can get all 
they demand from me.” A conference of labor 
leaders will be held here, at which the scheme 
will be further developed. The success of Mr. 
Bynum has stirred up the opposition to Post- 
master Jones, and another effort to remove him 
willbe made on charges preferred by Dewo- 
crats. 

Returns coming in seem to indicate that La 
Follette, candidate tor State Superintendent, is 
leading the Republican ticket. lt 1s estimated 
that his majority will reach 8,000. Nobie and 
Eilott follow with about 6,000 or 6,500 each, 
and the remainder of the ticket is elected by 
about 4,000. These figures are based upon re- 
turns from one-half of the counties. Robertson. 
the head of the ticket, reecived 3,647. 

It is proposed to organize a permanent Repub- 
lican club. in this city with affiliated clubs in 
every town and county of the State, not only to 
keep up the present party spirit and take care of 
party affairs, but to prepare for the campaign of 
1888. There has not been so much enthusiasm 
among the Republicans of the State for many 
years as now over the remarkable triumph they 

ave achieved. 

An important step was taken in the Federal 
court this morning in the investigation of the 
alleged frands in the counting of the vote of this 
county, and one that gives the court absolute 
control of all the books, tally papers, returns, 
and ballots. On Saturday evening representa- 
tives of the Citizens’ Committee asked that the 
court, or at least the Grand Jury, take immedi- 
ate steps to investigate the matter, and this re- 

uest was formally renewed by W. H. H. Miller, 
Jann Coburn, A. C. Harris, and other gentle- 
wen this morning. Judge Woods sent for 
District Attorney Turpie and asked him 
ig there was any reason for delay, as he had pre- 
viously said that he did not think he could take 
up the investigation until. next week. Mr. 
Turpie stated that the only reason for the appar- 
ent delay was that the Grand Jury dyucket had 
already been mate up, witnesses summoned in 
the varicus cases from different:parts of the 
State, and that it would involve considerable ex- 
pense and much trouble to postpone their ex- 
amination. He suggested that an casy solution 
of the difficulty would be to have all the elec- 
tion papers, returns, &c., placed in the 
custody of the: clerk of the cvurt so as to 
preclude the pussibility of any further tamper- 
ing with them until such a time as the Grand 
Jury could take up the matter. . This suggestion 
met with approval, and by instruction of Judge 
Woods, Mr. Turpie issued a precipe.on the 
clerk to issue a subpcena duces tecum to County 
Clerk McLain, who at once, after the forged re- 
iurns had been photographed, delivered all of 
the returns, sheets, bailots, 2nd sealed bags into 
the hands of the Federal clerk. The Hon. John 
E. Lamb, formerly District Attorney, who was 
present, suggested that the proper custodian 
would be the United States Marshal, but the 
clerk replied that in this instance it would be 
the clerk. 

Mr. Butler has placed the records in the safe 
in his office, which has an outside and an inner 
door, the clerk retaining the key to the inner 
door, and the key to the outer door being in the 
hands of District Attorney Turpie. The Grand 
Jury has been in session to-day, and the names 
of Inspector Counsellman have been given to 
it, and others will be during the next day or 
two. The Democrats are badly frightened over 
the turn affairs have taken, and to-day have been 
besieging William. Henderson, the leading Dew- 
ocrat, to let up, and they have indirectir offered 
to wake no objection to ullowing the Republican 
Criminal Judge and Coroner to take their offices 
if the legal steps are abaudoned. But uo com- 
promise will be permitted, and the prosecutions 
will go forward with all the vigor possible. 


SPEAKER CARLISLE’S SMALL MAJORITY. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 8.—The-report is cur- 
rent to-day that Speaker Carlisle and Mrs. Cuar- 
lisle feel so keenly the humiliation of the close 
vote by which Mr. Carlisle has been re-elected that 
they will give up their Kentucky residence soon, 
and probably make their home hereafter at 
Wichita, Kan., where they have sous in business, 
Mr. Carlisle some time ago sold his home in Cov- 
ington, and during the Sumer, with Mrs. Car- 
lisle, has been the guest of anoldfrieud. The 
Speaxer and his wife are now both in Wichita, 


which makes it impossible to ascertain the 
truth of the report. It is stated that the 
expressions which have given rise to 
the report were frum Mrs. Carlisle. 
She is represented as cailing in person 
ut the Newport Post Office to express to Col. 
Spence her surprise at his action in going off on 
a hunting expeditiun on election day. © Col. 
Spence was appomted Postmaster through 
Speaker Carlisie’s influence, and the selection 
provoked sume hostility to him. Mrs. Carlisle is 
said to have told Col. Spence that she thought it 
very thoughtless in him not only to omit to ex- 
ert himself in any way for Mr. Carlisle, but even 
to fail to vote, and to become responsible for the 
failure of several Democrats to vote who joimed 
him in the election day hunt. It 1s further re- 
ported that iu private conversation Mrs. Cariisle 
has mentioned several prominent Democrats of 
Covington who were as remiss as Col. Spence, 
and whose action she found it quite as hard tu 
explain. 

George H. Thobe, the opponent of Mr. Carlisle, 
states that he will contest the election. He 
claims that he has evidence which wilh reduce 
the majority officially reported for Mr. Carlisle 
to less than 100, and he expects to collect testi- 
mony in counties in which no investigation has 
yet been made which will wipe out Mr. Carlisle’s 
majority. entirely. Friends of Mr. Carlisle gay 
this move has been sugyested to Thobe by men 
who wish to see Carlisle hampered in his can- 
didacy for another term in the Speaker's chair. 


THE PROHIBITION VOTE IN QHIO. 

CoLtumBus, Nov. 8.—The Secretary of 
State has received returns from 65 of the 88 
counties in the State. A glance at the vote cast 
for the Prohibition candidates indicates that this 
third party polled over 25,000 votes. During 
the campaign the general impression prevailed 
that 15,000 was a liberal estimate, and the re- 
suit isa surprise to both Demucrats and ke- 
publicans. Under ordinary circumstances the 
size of the Prohivition vote would vive the Staie 
to the Democrats, but last year aud this it has 
drawp pretty evenly from both the leading 
parties. The a on dealers and saloon keepers 
wisely refrained irom fighting the Republicans 
this year, and the impression among the leaders 


of both parties is that aga factor the liquor 
question has been taken out of politics. 


A MISTAKE OF A MONTH. 
CHARLESTON, West Va., Nov. 8.—Trouble 
may yet arise out of the recent election held in 
this portion of the State. The poll byoks were 
printed in such a manner as to make it appear 
in the certificates of the several Commissioners 
of Election that the election was beld Oct. 2, 


1886, instead of tle first Tuesday in November 
as fixed by a constitutional amendment voted 
upon by the people and ratified by the Legisla- 
ture. {f this cannot be settled it will throw the 
mnatter of the election of a State Senator from 
this district intu the State Senate, which is Dem- 
ocratic; but in order to prevent any trouble the 
County Court of this (Kanawha) county, instead 
of issuing certificates of election to the beveral 
officers elected last Tuesday, has summoned ‘all 
Commissioners of Election to meet in this city 


next Thursday and make oath to the correctness 
of the October books. A contest would affect 
many persons elected by both parties, 


THE RESULT IN CALIFORNIA. 

San FRANCISCO, Nov. 8.—The official can- 
vass of the election returns was begun to-day in 
this city and throughout the State. It will con- 
sume eight days here at least, and until then the 
actual result will be more or less in doubt, 
More evidence of fraud comes to light every 
day. To one precinct late at night during the? 
count a prize fighter was sent by a Democratic 
boss. He calmly opened the ballot box, took 


out a quantity of Republican votes, threw them 
away and substituted Democratic ballots. He 
threatened to ‘cut the heart’ out of ew 
who interfered and was therefore unmolested. 
This 1sonly one case out of many reported. Sey- 
eral candidates will demand recounts. Until the 
official canvass is computed the result of the 
election stands thus: Bartlett (Dem.) is elected 
Governor by a small plurality, Waterman (Rep.) 
Lieutenant-Governor by a small margin, the 
Assembly is Republican by 2 majority, the Sen- 
ate is Democratic by 10, giving the Democrats a 
majority on joint ballot of 8. For Congress the 
First and Second Districts send Democrats Thom- 
son and Biggs, the other districts send gy ome 
ans in their order—McKenna, Morrow, Felton, 
and Vandever. Felton’s opponent, though de- 
feated by nearly 1.000 majority, announces his 
intention of contesting the result in Congress, 
fancying that the Democratic majority in the 
House will give himthe seat anyhow. Although 
Senator Hearst’s money was influential in elect- 
ing a' Democratic Legislature in order that he 
might be chosen United States Senator, already 
murmurs are heard that it would not be surpris- 
ingif some one else were chosen. It may be, 
however, that the objection to ‘Uncle George” 
comes from strikers who are anxious to see an- 
other large sack at Sacramento in January. 


A MAJORITY OF SIX. 


Cui1caGco, Nov. 8.—Congressman Frank 
Lawler, (Dem..) is re-elected in the Second Mlinois 


District. The official canvass wascompleted this 
evening. He hasjust six votes more than his 
opponent, Gleason, (United Labor.) The result 
was not officially declared by the Canvassing 
Board. After consultation with Messrs. Lawler 
aud Gleason the announcement was withheld, 
pending the examination of the judges and 
clerks of five precincts who were cited to-night 
to appear to-morrow morning and explain all 
discrepancies appearing on their books. 


LOUISIANAS LIGHT VOTE, 
NEW-ORLEANS, Noy. 8.—The election re- 
turns compiled to-day show a total of only 
82,017 votes cast in the six Congressional dis- 


tricts of Louisiana. The largest vote was cast 
inthe Third District, where E. J. Gay (Dem.) 
reveived 14,772 votes, and C. B. Darrall (Rep.) 
11,692. In the Fourth District, where the Hon. 
U. C. Blanchard had no opposition, only 5,087 
votes were cast. The Republicans generally re- 
frained from voting, believing their votes would 
be counted out as usual. 


ERIE COUNTY’S VOTE. 
BUFFALO, Nov. 8.—The official footings 
made by the County Clerk give a total of 31,735 
votes cast in Erie County for the Constitutional 


Convention and 113 against. Fifteen votes were 
cast against it in the city and 24,010 for. Previ- 
ous estimates on this vote were made on the city 
alone, and the inerease for the whole county 1s 
9,735 over the last estimate.

THE ANII-MISSIONARY RIOTS. 


HOW THE CHINESE AUTHORITIES RE- 
GARD THEM. 

San Francisco, Nov. 8.—Chinese mails 
were received last night. The Chung King cor- 
respondent of the Shanghai Mereury writes as 
follows concerning the recent anti-missionary 
riots in that Province: ‘“‘ At present, as far as I 
can learn, quiet)prevails throughout Eastern 
Szechuen. Three leaders in the attack on the 
Catholic College and mission premises at 
Peh Shu have been arrested ana are be- 
ing tried before Pa Hsien and two Wei 
Yeuns that came from the capital. It 1s 
thought that they will lose their heads, as one 
of the soldiers sent to protect the place was 
killed and several others wounded. It was also 
at this place that one of the Fathers lost his life. 


There are numerous other places that have been 
pillaged and burned. The leaders and many of 
the mob are known, but nu man has been arrest- 
ed as yet, and there are nv indications that any 
willbe. Every action of the officials indicates 
their determination to get the affair siurred over, 
as has always been done here before, by paying 
tor the damage done.” 

Miuister Denby’s statement that the riots 
were caused by ill treatment of the Chinese in 
America is not borne out by this correspondent. 
He says aformer Bishop has been severely cen- 
sured for the present troubles through his mis- 
pers leniency in not allowing the law to take 
ts course. In a former riotin Chung King the 
orig’a was traced to some of the principal men 
of the place.

Concerning the same affair the North China 
Daily News says: “We learn that not much, if 
any, progress has been made in the settlement 
of the claims of the American missionaries for 
losses during the riot at Chung Kivg. Li Hung 
Chang has, we regret to hear, scarcely received 
the American Minister with courtesy when the 
representative of the United States has called 
upon him on the subject. Probably the Viceroy 
has heard that the Cabinet of Washington is, on 
account of the treatment which the Chinese 
have received in the United States, rather op- 
posed to the claims being pushed.”

AGREAT DAY FOR HARVARD 


THE CULMINATION OF HEB 
JUBILEE CELEBRATION. 
THE GREAT THINKERS OF THE WORLD 

IN SANDERS THEATRE—ENTAUSIAS~ 
TIC RECEPTION OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Boston, Nov. 8.—The third and greatest 
dayin the celebration of the two hundred and 
flitieth anniversary of the birth of Harvard Col- 
lege willlong be remembered by her children. 
The arrangements, which were of great magni- 
tude, were carried out with a larger degree of 
success than usually attends cumbrous ceremo- 
nies. Even the weather, clear, cool, and sharp 
asonly few New-England November days are 
permitted to be, put every one in good humor 
and contributed no little to the general result, 
There were deluys of course, but beyond a little 
impatience among those who were present 


simply as spectators, these did not mar the fes 
tivities. 

Early in the morning, while the patriotic citi- 
zens of Boston were awaking the echoes in the 
crooked streets of the Hub with shouts of wel- 
come to the Chief Magistrate of the Nation, the 
sons of Harvard were hastening to the arms of 
Alma Mater to participate in this last day of the 
great celebration. The President's arrival waa 
expected at 9A. M., but long before that the 
college yards presented a holiday appearance, 
with the flutter of gay raiment and the con 
tinual movement of ever-increasing throngs. 
The half hour or more of waiting the arrival ol 
President Cleveland afforded many a graduate 
of 30 or 40 years ago the first opportunity is 
many years to greet some old classmate or col 
lege chum. 

At 9:30 o'clock the college bell announced the 
coming of the President, but it was yet a ful 
half hour before the nodding plumes of his cav- 
alry escort camein sight. Atthe stroke of the 
bell the graduates of the early classes filed out 
of the library and formed by twos, in readiness 
to take their places in the procession. These old 
fellows looked anything but old and feeble ag 
they stepped brightly forth in the clear, crisp at 
mosphere. The Chief Marshal, Col. Henry Lee, 
called the mewbers of the classes, beginning with 
1811, which furnishes the oldest living Alumni. 
There was no yesponse until 1824 was reached 
Then the Rev. A. B. Muzzy marched down the 
hall, the sole representative of his class, amid 
thunders of applause. Next came G. P. Brad- 
ford and John Putnam, of the Class of ’25. Of 
the Class of '26 there were four venerable repre 
sentatives—James Abbot, Cazneau Palfrey, Aw 
drew P. Peabody, and J. 8. Wheeler. Next came 
727, with C. A. Farley and H. P. Bowditeh. ‘I'he 
classes from this point on showed more and moré 
until the Class of ’49 was reached, when 15 mex 
appeared. The graduates formed in long lines 
on the grounds in front of President Eliot’s 
house, and waited patiently for President Cleve 
land to appear. 

When the line of escort to the President de- 
bouched into Harvard-square the cheers rose 
into a perfect storm. mingled with shouts :wd 
hand clapping. Passing round to the colligé 
gate, between Harvard and Massachusetts Hal's, 
the escort was drawn up inline, and as the cai» 
riages rolled between the serried ranks a splen- 
did ** present arms” was given, while at the same 
time the President’s salute of 21 guus thundered 
forth from a battery stationed on the Common 
opposite. The visitors were driven rapidly 
across the college yard through ranks of easer 
sightseers, and alighting in front of Gore Mall 
passed inside, Here brief introductions and 


handshakings were in order, President Eliv& 
being the tirst to grasp the haud of Preside: 
Cleveland. 

When the ceremony of introduction was over 
the line of march was taken for Sanders 
Theatre. First.came the Chief Marsbal aud 
aides, President of the Alumni, Charles Devens, 
the orator and puet of the day, and the Presi- 
dent and Faculty of Harvard, escorting the Pres- 
ident of the United States; Gov. Robinsou and 
staff, the Senutors from Massachusetts, aud 
other national, State, and citv officials. Then 
came a noteworthy list of delegates from other 
institutions of learning. This included ClL'aries 
Taylor, Master of St. John’s College, University 
of Cambridge; the Rev. Mandel Creighton, of 
Emanuel Coliege, aud Canon of Worcester; the 
Right Hou. Sir Lyon Playfair, of the University 
of Kdinburgh; President Timothy Dwight, of 
Yale; President Kobinsun, of Brown; Preside ut 
Bartlett, of Dartmouth; President Buckham, .of 
the University of Vermont; President Carte’, 
ot Williams; President Hyde, of Bowdoin; 
President Barnard, of Middlebury; Presidenu 
Seeiye, of Amherst; President James MeCosb, 
of the College of New-Jersey; Presideut Bar- 
nurd, of Columbia; President Adauis, of Cor- 
neil; President Gilman, of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, and very many others equally promi- 
nent in the higher educational institucions 
of this and other cvountries. The Pastors of 
the churches of the neighboring towns came 
nexf, aud the Alumni of Harvard Cuvliege 
brought up the rear. The latter were arrayed 
in three divisions in the.order of classes. In 
all there were 2,000 of the sous and guests of 
Harvard in line. 

The procession moved around the college yard 
aud out between Massachusetts and Harvarcl 
halls, by Cammbridge-street, to the sunth door of 
Memorial Hall, when the band stepped tu one 
side and the long line began its eutrance tu the 
Sanders Theatre. A little more than 10 minttes 
wus occupied by the head of the procession in 
the march, but it was a full half hour before the 
entire body had entered the hall. Probably ua 
reof in America ever covered a more distin- 
guished company of men of letters than wag 
gatheredin Sanders Theutre on this occasion, 
the official ana literary guests of the 
university, including the ereatest names 1 
the nation’s citizenship. The swall platform 
contained two or three score of men whose fa meé 
is national, if not world-wide, and no oue of ULe 
200 names would be unfamiliar to the reader. 
As Was uatural, the ceremonies atcending tLi¢é 
reception of so many great men somewhat dcr 
layed the opening of the formal exercises. 

All but about haif a dozen seats in the balcony 
were occupied by ladies loug befure 10 o'clock. 
A few minutes past that hour the wife of Presi- 
dent Cleveland arrived, her entrance causinga 
suddeu hush in the buzz of conversation anon 
the 500 ladies in the house. A flatteriug rvun 
of feminine applause greeted the presentation 
to her of a bouquet by a gallaut usher. 

Dr. Oliver Wendeli Hulmes aud Robert C, 
Winthrop were the tirst to mount the platiorm 
and tind their seats. A few minutes later the 
President and Governor were escorted to seats, 
and then the guests tuok their places without 
ceremony. Forashort time President Cleveland 
was quite busy in receiving the greetings of 
many gentlemen, including the Rev. Dr. James 
Freemiun Clarke, the Hon. Carl Schurz, President 
Eliot, the Hou. Charles Francis Adams, Jr., Dr. 
Holmes, and others. There was no opportunity 
given for a public greeting to the President, ex 
cept the hearty applause of the zalleries when 
he first entered the theatre. It wus 11:15 when 
Judge Charles Devens stepped forward to “ wel- 
come” the distinguished guests. Gounod’s 
“Domine Salvam Fac” followed, and without 
introduction thé vrator of the day, James kus- 
sell Lowell, stepped to the desk. 

Mr. Lowell's oration commanded the elosest 
attention and its pertinent allusions, happy 
satires, and bright flashes of humor wou ihe 
keenest appreciation aud prompt demoustra- 
tidus of sympathetic approval. The persoval 
allusions to President Cleveland and to Presi- 
dent Eliot brought out maguiticent ovatious, 
which would not ve silenced until those gentie- 
men rose to acknuwledge them. Mr. Lowell von- 
cluded as follows:

The welcome 
we give to him could not be warmer thau that which 
we offer tu his colleagues, but we canuot help feeling 
that {nu pressing his hantl our own instinctively 
closes @ little more tightly, as with a sense of nearer 
kindred. There is aiso oné other name which it would 
ve indecorous nut to-make an exception. You alk 
know that can mean only the. President 
of our countrys. His presence is @ sig nal 
honor to usall, and to us alll may say & perso-ial 
gratification. We have no politics here, butthe 
sous of Harvard all belong toa party which admires 
coura, strength of purpose, and fidelity to duty, 
and which respects wherever he may be fouud the 
“justum ctletacem propusiti virum,” who kuows 
how to withstand the “‘civium ardor prava juben- 
tium.” He laslett the helm of state to be with us 
here, and so long as itis intrusted to his hands we 
are sure that should the sterm comehe will say, 
with Seneca’s pilot, “Oh, Neptune, rou may save 
me if you will, you may sink me it you will, but 
whatever liappens, I shall keep my raditer true.”

A faint cheer was started as soon as her 
form was discerned at the top of the stairs, 
which swelled inte aroar of applause as the en- 
tire gathering recognized her presence. Chief 
Marshal Henry Lee mounted a chair and called 
for three cheers for Mrs. Cleveland, and they 
were given with a vim that showed the gray- 
headed graduates of years ago had not forgotten 
their college cry, and the timbers fairly shook as 
the “* Rah, rah. rah” resounded in honor of the 
fair and blushing lady above. 

Judge Devens presided, and President Cleve- 
land was the first speaker introduced. Mr. 
Cleveland said: 

MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN: I find myself 
to-day in a company to which Iam much unused, 
and when I see the Alumni of the oldest college in 
the land yoke 2 in their right of sonship, the 
maternal board at which I am but an invited guest, 
the reflection that for me there exists no Alma 
Mater gives rise toa feeling of regret, which is kindly 
tempered only by the cordiality of your welcome 
and your reassnring kindness. If the fact is recalled 
that only 12 of my 21 precoremers in office had the 
advantage of a collegiate or university education a 
proof is presented of the democratic sense of our 
people, rather than an argument against the supreme 
value of the best and most liberal education in high 
public positions. There certainly can be no suii- 
cient reason for any space or distance between the 
walks of the most classical education and the way 
that leads to a political place. Any disinclination on 
the part of the most learned and cultured of our 
citizens to mingle in public affairs, and the conse- 
quent abandonment of political activity to those 
who have but little regard for student and 
scholar. are not favorable conditions under 
a Government such as ours, and if they 
have existed to a damaging extent very 
recent events appear to indicate that the education 
and conservatism of the land are to be hereafter 
more plainly heard in the expression of popular will. 
Surely the splendid destiny which awaits a patri- 
otic effort in behalf of out country will -be sooner 
reached if the bestof our thinkers and educated men 
shall deem 4 solemn duty of citizenship to actively 
and practically engage in political affairs, and if the 
force and power of their thought and learning shall 


be, willingly or unwillingly, acknowledged in party 
management. 

If am to speak of the President of the United 
States I desire to mention as the most pleasant and 
characteristic feature of our system of government 
the nearness of the people to their President and 
other high officials. A close view afforded our citi- 
zens of the acts and conduct of those to whom they 
have intrusted their interests serves as a regulator 
and check upon temptation and pressure in office, 
and is aconstant reminder that diligence and faith- 
fulness are the measure of public duty, and such are- 
lation between President and people ought to leave 
but little room in popular judgment and conscience 
for unjustand false accusations, and for malicious 
slanders invented for the \ pocege of undermining 
the people’s trust and confidence in the administra- 
tion of their Government. No public officer should 
desire to check the utmost freedom of criticism as to 
all official acts, but every right-thinking man must 
concede that the President of the United States 
should not be put beyond the protection which Amer- 
ican love of fair play and decency accords to every 
American citizen. This trait of our national char- 
acter would not encourage, if their extent and 
tendency were fully appreciated, the silly, mean, 
and cowardly lies that every day are found in 
the columns of certain newspapers, which 
violate every instinct of American manliness, and 
in ghoulish glee desecrate every sacred relation of 
private life. There is nothing in the highest office 
thatthe American people can confer which neces- 
sarily makes their President altogether selfish, 
mene and untrustworthy. On the contrary, the 
solemn duties which confront him tend to a sober 
sense of responsibility; the trust of the American 

eople and an appreciation of their mission among 

he nations of the earth should make him a patriotic 
man, and the tales of distress which reach him from 
the humble and lowly and needy and afflicted in 
every corner of the land cannot fail to quicken with- 
in him every kind impulse and tender sensibility. 

After all it comes to this: The people of the 
United States have one and all a sacred mission to 
perform, and your President, not more surely than 
every other citizen who loves his country, must 
assume part of the responsibility of the demonstra- 
tion to the world of the success of popular govern- 
ment. Noman can hide his talent in a napkin and 
escape the condemnation which his slothfulness de- 
serves, nor evade the stern sentence which his 
faithlessness invites. Be assured, my friends, that 
the privileges of this day, so full of improvement, 
and the enjoyments of this hour, so full of pleasure 
and cheerful encouragements, will never be for- 
gotten; and in parting with yom now let me ex- 
press my earnest hope that Harvard's Alumni may 
always honor the venerable institution which has 
honored them, and that no man who forgets and 
neglects his duty to American citizenship will find 
his Alma Mater here. 


The speeches were wany, and this feast of 
reason lasted until quite late in the afternoon. 
A pleasing feature was the recitation by Dr. 
Holmes of a poem read at the two hundredth 
anniversary 50 years ago. 

Thus ended the formal exercises in the cele- 
bration of Harvard's engiverser7: Events of a 
social nature followed. President Eliot formally 
received the invited guests and delegates from 
the colleges and universities of two continents, 
while at the same time in adjoining apartments 
Mrs. Eliot received the social magnates of the 
vicinity and the fair visitors to Harvard. Here 
Mrs, Cleveland was the centre of attraction. It 
was nearly 6 o’clock before the President and 
his suite again entered carriages for a cold ride 
to Boston. 

Faneuil Hall was densely packed at an early 
hour, and when the doors were opened the hall 
and galleries were quickly filled to overflowing, 
while upon the platform were gathered a group 
of public functionaries and weil known citizens, 
including Chairman Allen, of the Board of Al- 
dermen; President Jenkins, of the Common 
Council, members of the City Reception Com- 
mittee, John Boyle O'Reilly, and others. 

At 5:50 P. M. Mayor O’Brien and the President 
appeared on the platform. Mr. Cleveland’s ap- 
pearance was the signal for an outburst of ap- 
pieow from the masculine portion of the gather- 

ng, and universal waving of bandkerchiefs 
from ladies inthe gallery. With the President 
were Gov. Robinson and members of his staff, 
Collector] Saltonstall, Secretaries Bayard and 
Lamar, Private Secretary Lamont, Lieut.-Gov. 
Ames, and Lieut.-Gov.-elect Brackett, The Pres- 
ident was introduced to the members of the city 
Government, and then Gen. Collins presented 
him to the other gentlemen on the platform, to 
each of whom was given a, hearty shake of the 
hand and a pleasant word of greeting. 

Then the general public was allowed to file 
across the stage, the reception commencing at 
5:56. Among the first to pass was Capt, 
Vinal, of Scituate, who had been waiting for 
the opportunity to present the President 
with a cane made from apiece of the frigate 
Constitution, which the President received with 
a cordial acknowledgment of thanks. For 
half an hour the pore were given an 
opportunity to greet him, when Gov. Robinson 
asked how much longer he would give. ‘I 
think I can standitfor half an hour longer,” 
was the pleasant reply, and for that length 
of time the doors were kept open. When 
they were finally closed there were almost 
as many more people waiting for their chance 
who were compelled to submit to disappoint- 
ment. Just as the President had put on his 
coat and was about to descend the stairs, a 
lady rushed breathlessly up and seizéd him 
by the hand, exclaiming: “I’m so glad you’re 
President.” ‘ And I’m glad you didn’t get left,” 
the President gallantly replied, and the public 
reception was closed. 

The Presidential party then took carriages and 
were escorted to the Hotel Vendome, where an- 
other reception was held. 

From 8:30 to 10:15 the reception continued, 
and then the President and Cabinet officers 
were hurried away to take the 11:30 
New-York and Washington. Mrs. 
Cleveland participated with her husband in the 
reception at the Vendome, the only time she was 
with him during the day.

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ANXIOUS TEXAS RAILWAYS 


THEIR TRAFFIO ASSOCIATION 
IN DANGER. 

THE ST. LOUIS, ARKANSAS AND TEXAS 
AND THE ATCHISON ROAD THREAT- 
ENING A WAR OF RATES. 

Houston, Texas, Nov. 8.—Rumors are 
current among tks: traffic menin this city that 
the Texas Traffic Association will soon be dis- 
solved. The reasons assigned are the widening 
of the St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas gauge and 
the coming of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
¥6 into the State. Beyond donbt a greatreduction 
of freight rates willensue. The tworoads named 
will demand a larger percentage of the earnings 
than the other roads in the Texas pool will 
allow. This will probably result in a dissolution, 
as claimed, and a general war of rates. 

It is well understood among freight men in 
Texas that the St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas 
people are slashing rates on the quiet, even at 
the present time, judging from the immense 
amount of business this road is hauling into the 
State from eastern points, and considering its 
limited facilities for handling this business. Its 
competition will especially affect the Gould sys- 


tem on business coming from 8t, Louis and Chi- 
cago. The management of this road is known 
to be bold and aggressive, and the others now 
composing the Texas pool are afraid that this 
“young giant’ will demand more “blood 
money” than has _ satisfied it in the 
past. Again, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé will be opened ‘through to Toxas 
in a few weeks, and it is expected it will also cut 
rates on grain, whichis the principal business 
from Kansas and Texas points. It is calculated 
that this will cause a reduction of grain rates of 
at least 50 per cent.. causing a boom for Texas 
stock raisers and milling men. This business 
has heretofore been handled exclusively by the 
dg system, which has enjoyed a monopoly 
of it. 

It is a well known fact that the policy of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé has always been 
antagonistic to pools and similar rate organiza- 
tions. The road was the principal means of 
breaking up the celebrated transcontinental 
pool, one of the strongest in the country in its 
time. Hence the fears of the Texas lines. Tak- 
ing the situation on the whole the prospects are 
decidedly interesting to railroaders generally in 
the Southwest. 


WANTING THEIR DIVIDENDS. 

Common stock holders of the St. Paul and 
Duluth Railway Company think the company is 
making money enough to entitle them to some 
share of the profits. They also believe that 
the preferred stockholders are trying to freeze 
them out. So, through Sol Hanford, of the firm 
of Shipman, Barlow, Larocque & Choate, of this 
city, they have brought suit against the direct- 


ors and officers of the road, the papers in which 
were filed in the United States Circuit Court for 
the District of Minnesota on Nov. 5. - 

The suit is brought to restrain the corporation 
from investing the surplus earnings in any more 
improvements on the road until cause is shown 
why these improvements are necessary. At 
present they are being made at such a rate as to 
absorb all the earnings, and the common stock- 
holders believe solely for the purpose of prevent- 
ing them from obtaining the dividends to which 
they are entitled. They believe that the plan 
being pursued is for the purpose of converting 
the preferred stock into an irredeemable bond 
and preventing See from obtaining the dividend 
to which they are entitled under the reorganiza- 
tion scheme of 1877, That plan provided that 
the earnings and income of the road should be 
applied, first, to the payment of fixed charges 
and repairs, and, second, to the perenens of 
a dividend of 7 per cent. on preferred and 6 per 
cent. on common stock, Such surplus as might 
be left was to be employed in reducing the 
amount of the preferred stock—about $5,300,000 
—which was made redeemable. The preferred 
stock holders had three votes to one of the hold- 
ers of common stock, amounting to $4,500,000, 
and so have secured complete control of the 
management of the road. 

Holders of the common stock now claim that 
$400,000, which should have been paid to them 
in a 5 per cent. dividend for the year ending 
June 30,;:1886, was unnecessarily expended in 
useless {mprovements. So they ask for an in- 
terference by the court, an injunction, an ac- 
counting, and a fair show in the division of the 
profits as well as a protection of their interests.

LAKE SHORE’S MANAGER. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 8.—The report 
announcing the acceptance of the position of 
General Manager of the Lake Shore by Edward 
Gallup probably created no greater surprise 
anywhere than it did in Cleveland, and the most 
completely surprised people in Cleveland were 
those who spend from six to ten hours of their 


time each day within the brick walls of the Lake 
Shore general offices. The announcement was 
not expected by anybody,and some could be found 
who were even inclined to doubt the positive 
statement sent out from Boston and furnished 
apparently on the authority of Mr. Gallup him- 
self. Once his name has been mentioned, how- 
ever, it is very easy to discover that he is a very 
opular railroad man. According to rumor, at 
east, he was offered the position of General 
Passenger Agent of the Lake Shore prior to the 
appointment of Mr, Johnson, and later, on the 
resignation of General Superintendent Paine, 
Mr. Sle was offered the position thus made 
vacant. 

Mr. Gallup entered railway service in 1869, 
and up to Oct. 1, 1872, was local passenger 
agent of the Ohio and Mississippi at Cincinnati. 
He then went to Chicago as passenger represen- 
tative of the Kankakee line. In September, 
1873, the Kankakee line and Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati and St. Louis formed a pool and Mr. Gallup 
became Passenger Agent of the interests thus 
combined, which position he held until Decem- 
ber, 1878. On that date he accepted the General 
Passenger Agency of the Boston and Albany, 
and held that title until December, 1882, when 
he was made Assistant General agg ge nea 
in special charge of passenger affairs, On Nov. 
20, 1884, he was made General Superintendent 
of the Boston and Albany, with headquarters at 
Springfield, Mass.

THE DEMOCRATS SERENADING THEIR

BIG BRIDGE FIGURES. 


STATEMENTS OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDI- 
TURES MAKE A GOOD SHOWING. 

At the meeting of the Brooklyn Bridge 
Trustees yesterday a statement of the expendi- 
tures other than running expenses from Aug. 1, 
1885, to Nov. 1, 1886, was presented and ap- 
proved. In the time specified $280,000 had been 
paid to the city of Brooklyn and $140,000 to the 
city of New-York; $74,250 had been paid for 
real estate in Brooklyn. $37,750 for new cars, 
$12,150 for new locomotives, $3,300 for boilers, 
$4,000 on account of new driving engines, 
$5,500 for- paving and flagging, $10,639 75 for 
supplementary stairs in Brooklyn, $1,875 12 for 
supplementary stairs in New-York, $19,574 25 
for the Chatham-street extension, $16,125 90 


for the High-street extension, $142,952 75 for 
by New-York warehouses, $2,522 37 for the 
final estimates on the New-York and Brooklyn 
station buildings, and $4,871 72 for lumber on 
hand—making a total of $755,511 86. Of this 
$165,049 37 was paid from the construction ac- 
count and $590,462 49 from the income account. 
The statement also showed that the bridge 
would receive as the total rentalof its ware- 
houses and real estate $77,317 per annum. 

The Treasurer’s statement showed that the re- 
oun for October from the promenade were 
$1,901 50, an increase of $57 68 over the cor- 
responding month of last year; from the carriage- 
ways, $6,083 18, an increase of $510 41, and 
from the railroad, $63,885 01, an increase of 
$10,016 01. The total receipts were $71,869 69, 
a total increase of $10,584 10. The number of 
passengers who used the promenade during the 
month was 311,045, and the railroad, $2,317,- 
392, making a total of 2,628,437. The total re- 
ceipts for the month, including $1,000 from 
Barrows & Co. on account of 12 short cars, and 
the cash on hand, were $218,057 66, and the 
total expenditures, $65,523 19, leaving a balancd 
in bank and on hand of $152,534 47. 

Patrick sarpay. a@ voliceman recently dis- 
charged by Superintendent Martin for disobeying 
rules, appeale’ to the Board of Trustees, Who re- 
ferred the matter to the Executive Committee. 
Yesterday that committee offered a resolution to 
sustain the Superintendent’s action on the ground 
that he must be permitted to enforce the strictest 
discipline among the employes of the bridge in 
order to protect the lives of the passengers over 
the structure. The resolution was unanimously 
adopted. A committee of five was appointed to 
inquire what measures could be taken to facilitate 
the transfer of passengers to the elevated road 
on the Brooklyn side. Eight new policemen 
were appointed, two to fill vacancies, and six to 
provide extra men for the Chatham-street ex- 
tension, The bridge police force now consists

At present it costs about $70 a night, at a low 
estimate, to run the lights. This would make 
the cost of the maintenance of the statue over 
pepe a year. The expenses can be much re- 

uced, however, when the proper arrangements 
are made. Now $12 a day is expended in water 
alone, which has to be taken to the island in 
boats. One and a quarter tons of coal daily are 
used in the running of the engine which fur- 
nishes the motive power to the dynamos. It is 
said that an artesian well will undoubtedly have 
to be sunk on the island to get a proper water 
supply. The cost of maintaining the electrical 
apparatus proper will be small, as when every- 
thing is in perfect running order one man will 
be sufficient to look after the carbons. Sixteen 
lights are now used in the lighting of the statue. 
Some of these are superfluous, if the beacon in 
the torch, to serve as a light for the guidance of 
mariners, is the only object taken into considera- 
tion. Gen. Schofield is of the opinion that this is 
the only use of the light to be made by the Gov- 
ernment. E. P. Hampson & Cu., who furnished 
the engine, still have young men coming into 
their office stating that they represent wealthy 
citizens who wish to take the contract free 

ratis of running the engine until such time as 

ongress provides for the lighting of the statue. 
These young men do not state, however, whom 
they represent. 

A few visitors braved a stiff west wind yester- 
day and visited the statue, It appeared to stand 
very firm in the wind. Away up in the torch 
they would have found a little swaying if they 
had crawled up there.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—There appears to 
be a misapprehension as to the connection of the 
Lighthouse Board with the Bartholdi statue of 
Liberty. It is stated at.the Treasury Department 
that the Lighthouse Board, as such, has no au- 
thority over the statue, no connection with it, 
no |b vad to light it, and no money to expend 
in lighting it if had any power in the matter. A 
prominent officer of the board in speaking on the 
subject to-day said: ‘“ Gen. Schofield was placed 
in charge of the inauguration of the statue by Ex- 
ecutive order. He, in that capacity, asked the 
Lighthouse Board for the loan of certain electrio 
lighting opperetas and of certain persons on 
cay at the lighthouse station on Staten Isl- 
and in assisting at the inauguration of the 
statue, Whereupon it was ordered by the board 
at its meeting on the 15th of October, 1886, that 
that the request be granted, on condition that no 
expenditure be made from lighthouse funds 
for that purpose. Under this order Lieut. John 
Millis, Corps of Engineers, United States Army, 
who is on duty at the Lighthouse Board’s depot 
at Staten Island, and who is in charge under 
Gen. Duane, the engineer of the Third Light- 
house District, of the electrical lighting ap ara- 
tus, was ordered to report to Gen. Schofield for 
duty tn connection with the inauguration of the 
statue, and certain apparatus was loaned by the 
Lighthouse Board to Gen. Schofield for that pur- 
pose. What Lieut. Millis has done in connec- 
tion with the lighting of the statue was 
done under the orders of Gen. Schofield, 
was paid for by moneys placed at his 
disposal by Gen, Schofield, and with what he has 
done, or has failed to do, the board has no econ- 
nection whatever. The board has recently been 
obliged to order the discontinuance of the elec- 
trie light at Hell Gate in view of the complaint 
made against it by those navigating she Sound, 
they claiming that the light dazzled their eyes to 
such extent that it was a hindrance rather than 
a help and at times a positive danger to naviga- 
tion. Under these circumstances, if the board 
had the power, which it has not, and the means, 
which it has not, to so light the Bartholdi statue 
as to have it seen from the sea, it would be dis- 
inclined to do so, lest it should he an interference 
with the system now in operation and lest, too, 
it should be styled a hindrance rather than a 
help and a danger to navigation.” 


THE NEW STOOK YARDS. 


THE GREAT PROJECT OF THE ST, PAUL 
COMPANY. 

When the bold and brilliant scheme of 
the St. Paul Union Stock Yards Company to ship 
food products direct to England, as described in 
yesterday’s TIMES, was first broached in this 
city, about a month ago, A. B. Stickney, Presi- 
dent of the Minnesota and Northwestern Rail- 
road Company, which controls the stock yards 


company, dined with Erastus Wiman, and dis- 
closed to him the details of the enterprise. 

* Our railroad,” said Mr. Stickney, “ runs 
through the cattle and corn region of lowa and 
Kansas. It is ourintention to gather, under the 
best auspices, supplies of food products and pre- 
pare them for direct shipment to the English 
market. We intend to utilize the. most modern 
cqninspente for transportation, and thus have 
be pn y good facilities for the successful handling 
of dressed beef or live cattle. We have expended 
$1,000,000 in the city of St. Paul alone, perfect- 
ing our plans to acquire the best facilities for the 
business at that point. Needing a desirable 
point in New-York Harbor which could be usea 
for storage and shipment separately or together, 
at the minimum of cost, we decided on Staten 
Island for obvious reasons." Mr. Stickney asked 
Mr. Wiman’s opinion of the selection by the com- 
pany, and, as a matter of course, that gentleman 
tersely and forcibly pomted out the advantages 
afforded. 

Notlong after that interview the Northwestern 
Company, by its President, completed the large 
purchase of land on the island, near Quarantine, 
mentioned in THE TimEs’s dispatch. There are 28 
acres, with 1,100 feet of water tront, just above 
the station on .the Upper Bay, and the Staten 
Island Railway passes through the block of land. 
Here the proposed docks, elevators, and ware- 
houses are built. Besides the 28 acres on the shore 
the company has secured 200 acres of land on the 
line of the railroad, about five miles away from 
the shipping lant, and will convert them into a 
sort of stock yard; at any rate the live stock 
from the West will be landed at that point and 
undergo recuperation before shipment to the 
other side of the ocean, 

The company will reach its property on 
Staten Island by way of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. The commencement of the construe- 
tion of that company’s bridge over Arthur Kill 
now only awaits the approval of the plans and 
location by the Secretary ot War. Last Thurs- 
day officials of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company called at the War Department 
office and obtained the Secretary’s promise of an 
early disposition of the matter. If the plans of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Company do not mis- 
carry, itis expected that the enterprise of the 
stock yards company will be in operation by 
next Spring. 

The persons in England chiefly interested in 
the great undertaking are associates of Mr. 
Stickney, who have at heart the development of 
Barrow. This is a seaport 60 miles north of 
Liverpool, and arival in some respects of that 
great commercial point. The Duke of Devon- 
shire and others of more or less prominence 
who are interested in the Anchor Line of steam- 
ers have for years been engaged in promoting 
the growth of that new port of entry in order to 
escape the heavy terminal charges imposed at 
Liverpool. Immense elevators, warehouses, ex- 
tensive stock yards, and, in point of fact, facill- 
ties for thereceiptand shipment of food products 
of the most comprehensive and complete kind 
will be found at Barrow now. 

The publication of the full details of the North- 
western enterprise yesterday caused general 
surprise among Staten Islanders. By some per- 
sons engaged in real estate speculation in Rich- 
mond County the disclosure of the scheme was 
regarded as premature, for the reason that it 
spoiled pending transfers of land for dwelling

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MR. ARMSTRONC'S DOUBTS! S§TEINWAY HALL. 


THEY MAKE HIS ORDINATION 
RATHER DOUBTFUL. 
HIS CASE CONSIDERED AT YESTERDAY’S 
MEETING OF THE PRESBYTERY OF 
NEW-YORK. 


The Presbytery of New-York heldits regu- 
lar monthly meeting yesterday afternoon in the 
Scotch Presbyterian Church, in West Four- 
teenth-street, near Sixth-avenue. The attend- 
ance was good. The examination of a candidate 
for ordination provoked a discussion in the 
course of which the Rey. Dr. Howard Crosby 
defined very forcibly the pagitive position which 
he though the church ought to take on the sub- 
ject of the inspiration of the Scriptures. 

The Rev. Francis H. Marling presented to the 
Presbytery as a candidate for orders Prof. A‘ C. 
Armstrong, Jr., who was recently appointed to 
the Chair of Church History in Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary, but whom the Trustees noti- 
fied, when they ascertained that he had not been 
ordained but merely licensed, that ordination 
was @ necessary qualification for one holding 
his position. Dr. Marling happened to mention 
that the young man had studied a year in Ger- 
many, and Dr. Crosby immediately expressed 
the fear that hé was tainted with German 


rationalism. As the next ordination of Presby- 
terian ministers will take place on Noy. 19, Dr. 
Marling urged the Presbytery to give Mr. Arm- 
strong’s case immediate consideration so that if 
it were passed upon favorably he might be ready 
by that time. 

Dr. Crosby saidhe saw no need for haste, as 
the matter was very important, and the fact that 
the case had been presented tothe Presbytery so 
short a time before the ordination gave the im- 
penises that it had all been arranged, and the 

resbytery was expected as a matter of course 
to give its consent. Besides, the mention of Ger- 
many had put him on his guard. 

Many other ministers present coincided with 
Dr. Crosby’s view of the case, and it was decided 
to examine the applicant in open Presbytery 
and to go slowly. r. Crosby was appointed ex- 
aminer. He did not occupy more than ten min- 
utes in the examination, which was confined en- 
tirely to questions about the inspiration of the 
Scriptures. 

Mr. Armstrong stated that he believed that in 
the Scriptures, as we possess them, there were 
some discrepancies in different accounts of @he 
same occurrences and some apparent contradic- 
tions of natural laws or phenomena which had 
not, in his opinion, yet been harmonized or ex- 

lained away. This, however, did not shake nis 

aith in revelation. When pressed by Dr. Crosby 
to say whether he thought it possible that in the 
original revelation, transmitted directly from 
God to the inspired prophets and apostles, laying 
aside altogether the consideration of transla- 
tions, error could have crept in, he admitted that 
it might have been so. 

Dr. Crosby rested his examination at this 
point, and when Mr. Armstrong retired to give 
the Presbytery a chancefto discuss the case said 
that his foreboding had proved true. The young 
man was tainted with German rationalism. The 
doctor did not wish to come into collision with 
the Trustees of Princeton Seminary, but if they 
backed up or inculeated any such views as those 
to which the Presbytery had just listened, there 
was rettenness in the institution. It pained him 
to see young men coming into the church so un- 
convinced about the inspiration of the Scriptures, 
Rationalism was already doing its deplorable 
work in too many pulpits. The place to choke 
it off was in the selection of candidates for the 
bari 

The v. Dr. John Hall, who, with Dr. Mar- 
ling, was responsible for the candidate's pres- 
entation, said he thought the examiner and thse 
examined had not understood each other per 
fectly. Mr. Armstrong, in his perhaps too great 
frankness, had stated his conscientious opinion 
about the errors which might have erept into 
the Scriptures through human agency. He re- 
ep nothing that was essential and of 

ivine origin, but merely admitted the existence 
of some seeming inconsistencies, and it was 
probable that Biblical scholars would substan- 
tiate his views. From Dr. Hall's personal 
knowledge of Mr, Armstrong’s life and ocharac- 
ter, he could not have meant what Dr. Crosby 
thought he did. The Rev. Dr. Robert R. Booth 
thought it possible that the minds of Dr. Crosby 
and Mr. Armstrong were not en rapport, and Dr. 
Marling held the same opinion. 

The Presbytery, out of a desire to treat the 
candidate fa rly. had him recalled. He was re- 

uested to explain himself more fully, soe that 
there should be no mistake about his meaning. 
Dr. Booth was the examiner this time. 

Mr. Armstrong produced a more unfavorable 
impression on the Presbytery under the re-exam- 
ination. He stated that, whatever might have 
been God's intention about transmitting revela- 
tion to man so that error could not creep in, as a 
matter of fact, if that were the plan, it had not 
been successfully carried out. He was also of 
the opinion that the Epistle to the Corinthians 
was addressed directly to the people of that city, 
without any eye to future generations or any 
application for them, Dr. Booth endeavored to 
make the young man see where he came in con- 
flict with the Westminster Confession and the 
consequent delicate position into which he put 
the Presbytery, But every new reply of Mr. 
Armstrong only embarrassed the Presbytery 
more and only damaged his own chances more 
seriously. 

When he withdrew a second time he had not 
80 many apologists. Dr. Crosby reiterated his 
opinion of the candidate. Dr. Hall said he be- 
lieved in Dr. Crosby’s thorough,it might at 
times be said superlative, honesty, but he still 
inclined tothe opinion that when the young 
man could make himself understood he would be 
found to be all right. Dr. Booth also desired 
that Mr. Armstrong should be givena better 
chance to make plain his meaning. For some 
time the question was debated whether a com- 
mittee should be appointed with power to settle 
his case; but it was finally determined to ap- 
point a conference committee to get Mr. Arm- 
strong’s mentine exactly and report back to the 
Presbytery, which will then decide whether 
he shall be received or rejected. The members 
of the conferences committee are the Rev, Dr. 
Francis H. Marling, the Rev. Dr. Robert Rk. 
Booth, and the Rev. Dr. John M. Worrall. They 
will report next Monday at a meeting of the 
Presbytery specially called to consider Mr. Arm- 
strong’s Case. 
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METHODIST MISSION FUNDS. 


The General Missionary Committee of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church has had under con- 
sideration for nearly a week the appropriations 
for foreign and domestic missions for 1887. 
Nearly one-half of the Hst remains to be gone 


through, but the missions are unimportant, and 
can be disposed of so rapidly that the committee 
expects to finish its labors by to-morrow. Fol- 
lowing is the list of lf chm ma to date: 
Africa, $11,000; Sout America, $41,000; 
China, $106,272; Germany and Switzerland, 
$46,000; Denmark, Norway, and Sweden, 
$75,885; Northern India, $73,202; Southern In- 
dia, $35,000; Bulgaria and Turkey, $16,729; 
Italy, $467435; Mexico, $49,956; Japan, $50,836; 
Corea, $17,022; total, $569,437; last year’s 
total, $440,536. For missions in the United 
States notin annual conferences, to be adimin- 
istered as foreign missions, the following appro- 
priations were made: Arizona, $8,000; Black 
Hills, $5,000; Indian Territory, $2,000; Moh- 
tana, $10,500; Nevada, $4,000; New-Mexico, 
$8,200; Spanish New-Mexico, $14,500; Utah, 
$21,500; total, $73,700; last year’s total, 
$73,200. For domestic missions the amount ap- 
propriated is $36,450, against $31,800 last year. 
For German work $51,400 has been set aside 
against $46,700 last year. All these appropria- 
tions are subject to revision, but substantially 
they will remain the same.

widely disseminated.

THH SUPREMP COURT. 


TELEPHONE OASES ADVANCED—ARGU~ 
MENTS ANI DECISIONS. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—The Supreme Conrt to- 
day granted the motion made last week to advance 
and hear together the telephone cases—2six in num- 
ber—now on the docket. and ordered that they be set 


for argument as one case on Jan. 24 at the head of 
the calendar, 


A decision in the case of the Kansas City, Law 
rence and Southern Kansas Railroad Company, ap- 
pellant, vs. Benjamin H. Brewster, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in behalf of the United States, was delivered. 
The original suit brought by Attorney-General 
Brewster was to set aside certain instruments in 
writing which convey title from the United States 


to a quantity of land in Southeastern Kansas. Con- 
gress granted lands in 1866 to the State of Kansas 
to aid in the construction of a railroad through the 
Neosha Valley from Fort Riley to the southern State 
line,and the act contained the usual “ Indemnity” pro- 
vision, to the effect that lands other than those speci- 
fied in the grant shoulda be given to the company in 
piace of any of the specified lands which might have 

een taken under the homestead and pre-emption 
laws prior to the location of the road. Under this 
act the road was built, and in due time claim was 
made for the indemnity lands, which claim was rec- 
ognized by the Interior Department, and the lands 
were certified to the State for the company. The 
Validity of the certification by the Interior Depart- 
ment and the patenting by the State to the compan 
was attacked on the ground that by an act of Mare 
8, 1863, and a supplementary act of July 1, 1864, 
the lands became pe gt ioe to the building of an- 
other road through the same region. It was main- 
tained that the three grants were conflicting and 
that the earlier grants prevented the company from 
realizing the bounty of Congress, because there is in 
the act of 1866 an express reservation of any lands 
granted previonsly for railroad purposes, This view 
Was sustained by the Circuit Conrt, but the Supreme 
Court finds that Congress intended by the act of 1866 
to unify alithe acts on the subject into one grant. 
The decree of the Circuit Court is reversed, and the 
case remanded, with instructions to dismiss the bill.

Absolutely complete returns of the vote 
on the proposition to hold a convention to 
revise the Constitution of this State have 
not yet been received, but there is no longer 
any doubt of a favorable result. The total 
vote cast at the election will certainly fall 
short of 1,000,000, and is probably less than 
940,000. The vote in favor of the 
convention will exceed 500,000, the 
negative vote falling below 30,000. 
The only county casting @ majority 
of its vote against the proposition is Mon- 
roe, which contains the city of Rochester. 
Why the opposition should have been so 
much stronger there than anywhere else is 
not apparent. The favorable resuit is un- 
doubtedly due to certain organizations in 
this city and Brooklyn, notably the Repub- 
Jican and Democratic Clubs and the 
Coustitutional Club, and nearly half of 
the affirmative vote comes from these 
two cities. Albany and Erie Counties, con- 
taining the cities of Albany and Buffalo, 
also give large majorities in favor of the 
convention. Managers of the political 
parties took little interest and made little 
effort in the matter, and no provision was 
made by law for printing and distributing 
ballots. This had to be done by private 
effort and at. private expense. The next 
Legislature will have to provide for the, 
election of delegates to the convention and 
name the time of its meeting, and that of 
1888 will doubtless have occasion to pro- 
vide for submitting the new Constitution 
to the people for ratification. It is likely to 
be passed upon at the general election of 
that year. 


The Treasury decision that iron ore shall 
pay a duty of 75 cents a ton after drying at 
a temperature of 212° Fahrenheit seems a 
very simple matter. It appears solely to 
secure the importer from paying a duty on 
absorbed moisture, which is not in any 
known sense a dutiable import, nor, so far 
as we know, a product of home manufact- 
ure that it is specially desirable to encour- 
age. But there is no limit to the exactions 
a “ protected” manufacturer will make 
if he be allowed to do so, and against the 
frec entry of imported dampness Mr. 
BcHWANK and his clients of the lron and 
Stee] Association are earnestly protesting. 
Mr. FAIRCHILD, with what appears to us un- 
necessary good nature, has consented to re- 
open the question and to listen to affidavits 
and arguments.

It has been suggested that the election of 
Frepericx T. Dusors to be a Delegate in 
Congress from Idaho will bring before Con- 
gress for approval or condemnation the re- 
markable auti-Mormon law of that Terri- 
tory. That law disfranchises all members 
pf the Mormon Church, whether they 
be in practice monogamists or polyg- 
fifnists. Nearly all of the inhabitants 


of Southern Idaho are Mormons, and it is 
understood that they were not allowed to 
vote. Itis assumed thatif they had voted 
Haritey, Dousors’s Democratic opponent, 
would have been elected. But while a con- 
test may bring this law before Congress as 
a subject of discussion, it is by no means 
clear that Congress can declare it null and 
void, Idaho is one of the Territories 
which are not required to submit their laws 
to Congress for approval. Moreover, the 
statutes say that at all elections in Territo- 
ries “the qualifications of voters shall be 
such as may be prescribed by the Legislative 
Assembly,” subject to certain restrictions, 
none of which would affect this case. On 
the other liand “the legislative power of 
every Territory shall extend to all rightful 
subjects of legislation not inconsistent with 
the Constitution.” 


The situation of the 3 per cent. bonds 
has been explained by the Treasury De- 
partment asit stood on Saturday, Nov. 6, 
at the close of business. There have been 
called of the original issue of $305,581,250, 
$236,621,600. There have been surren- 
dered, uncalled, $2,770,050. This, with a 
sina]l amount redeemed in 1883, leaves sub- 
ject to call $64,137,150. There are out- 
standing called bonds of this class to the 
amount of $21,082,950, of which $11,062,- 
950 have matured, but have not been pre- 
sented, and the remainder do not mature 
until the first of next month. 

Mr. FLOWER declares that he has retired 
from the Subway Commission because its 
work isdone. It is true that the subways 
are now in a fair way to be built and occu- 
pied, but itis Aot true that the public in- 
terest requires no further guardianship. The 
subways that are to be built will be con- 
trolled by the largest telegraph company 
and the largest telephone company in the 
city. Suppose a new company were 
to appear with facilities that enabled 
it to give better and cheaper service 
in telegraphy or telephony, what chance 
would it have to getits wires laid in the 
conduits? It would, of course, be thwarted 
at every step, and its efforts to force 
the existing companies to make room 
for it would lead ultimately to the Court 
of Appeals. Before the legal delays were 
exhausted the projectors of the new coin- 
pany would retire in disgust. It behooves 
the Legislature to lodge somewhere a con- 
tinual power of supervision of the subways 
in the interest of the public. 





Mr. BLAINE and his friends protest too 
much that he ‘‘is out of politics,” and that 
he ‘is not looking forward to the nom- 
ination for the Presidency by the Re- 
publicans in 1888.” In the first place, 
Mr. BLAINr’s reputation for truth speak- 
ing has been so badly damaged that 
nobody will accept his unsupported 
word upon a matter of such deep personal 
interest to him, and his political activity, 
both by its amount and by its direction, be- 
lies every denial made by him or in his be- 
half. But the “‘ two-handed engine at the 
door” stands ready to make an exception, in 
Mr. BLAINE’s case, to its usual rule. It will 
hit him again,and hit him harder than 
before. 





Sergt. Enwarp Muret, of the Twenty- 
seventh Police Precinct of this city, has 
recently been appointed Chief of Police 
in Panama, the object of the Colombian 
Government being to reorganize the police 
of that city on something like a business 
basis, Chief Muret has astonished the 
men who serve under him by a series of 
rules regarding personal cleanliness and 
discipline which are quite foreign to the 
ideas of the average Panama official. The 
officers are forbidden to converse with each 
other or with anybody else except on police 
business while on duty, an order which 
the garrulous Central Americans will find it 
difficult enough to obey; but, worse than 
this, they are forbidden to lean against 
lampposts or other support to rest their 
lazy bodies, and to drink or smoke on their 
beats. This new order of things must be 
gall and wormwood for the Panama police- 
men, but it is a good beginning of the work 
which Sergt. MURET was called to perform. 


CORPORATIONS AND THE WORK- 
INGMEN. 

We plead guilty to saying and thinking 
that the laboring men in many parts of the 
United States, and particularly’in the city 
of New-York, have grievances which can be 
allayed, if not entirely removed, by legisla- 
tion. We have ventured to say that it was 
the duty of members of the Legislature to 
study these grievances and to see how much 
and what can be done to provide a remedy. 
These are opinions shared by a very large 
number of respectable people in this city 
and in many other parts of the country. 
We, together with these estimable persons, 
are invited, or, rather bidden, by the EHven- 
ing Post to embody immediately in the form 
of bills the remedies we think possible, 
or practicable, or, failing to do that, for- 
ever after to hold our peace. The method by 
which the Post would like to silence those 
who have the hardihood to differ from it is 
a convenient one, and if it were generally 
enforced the proposer of it would)’have a 
very nice time issuing bulls in the form of 
editorial articles which there would be no 
one todiscuss, much lesstodispute. But, like 
certain alleged principles of international 
law, which in apparent dignity and authority 
it-resembles, this edict of the Post lacks a 
“sanction.” There is no terrestrial court 
as yet organized that can be relied on to 
punish adequately any one who shall ignore 
or even defy it. 

In the meantime the author of this tre- 
mendous order might, perhaps, secure more 
attention than unfortunately he now ob- 
tains if he would set an example of the 
method he ordains to other people. He is a 
believer in the revision and reduction of the 
tariff. Let him reduce his ideas to the form 
of a bill. He must not content himself with 
vague references to free raw materials, the 
abolition of war taxes, and the repeal of du- 
ties discriminating in favor of special in- 
terests. Let him adopt the regular legisla- 
tive form for his “leaders,” naming the 
articles to be admitted free’and those to be 
taxed, with the exact duties, whether spe- 
cific or ad valorem, with the precise changes 
required in the Customs Service, the 
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offices to be abolished or consolidated, the 
functions of those retained or appointed, 
and so on down to the minutest detail, The 
time has come for vague and general dis- 
cussion of the wrongs involved in the pro- 
tective tariff to cease absolutely, 
any article on that subjectin the Postshould 
begin with “ Be it enacted,” and shuuld con- 
elude with “ Ali laws and parts of laws in- 
cousistent with this act are hereby re- 
pealed.” This plan would requireno marked 
change in the spirit of the articles, and it 
would have what to the editor must seem 
the inestimable advantage of conforming to 
his own advice, 

Apart from the silliness of the Post’s pomp- 
ous dictation, that journal appears to assume 
that particulars quite specific enough for 
profitable study cannot be furnished by 
those who think that workingmen are in- 
jured, for instance, by corporations, in a 
manner that may be remedied by legisla- 
tion. This is plainly a mistake, because the 
Post itself, in its issue of yesterday, pub- 
lished a letter from a correspondent in this 
city containing statements regarding the 
St. Louis, Fort Scott and Wichita Railroad, 
setting forth, with dates and figures, a 
wrong that ought to be, and we should say 
can be, gighted. In brief, it is that ‘over 
$2,000,000 have been stolen from the road” 
by a gang, of which Jay GOULD is the lead- 
er. Now this road is owned in part by 
towns on the line, whose shares were 
purchased with taxpayers’ money, and it is 
their money, of which the laboring men di- 
rectly and indirectly furnished a portion, 
that has been stolen. To provide safe- 
guards against rascality of this sort is clear- 
ly a duty of Legislatures. And this is only 
anexample. There are many others of the 
saine and of similar kinds. We.believe stock 
watering to be one of them. It is the opin- 
ion of so good an authority as Mr. Poor 
that in the three years following 1880 the 
increase in the share capital of railroads 
amounting to $1,000,000,000 was “in ex- 
cess of cost of construction,” or in other 
words was “‘ water.” 

To reply that neither plundering of rail- 
ways nor the watering of stock and securi- 
ties injures the workingmen is absurd. As 
to the first, you might as well say that all 
investors can be turned over to sneak- 
thieves or burglars without injury to the 
workingmen. As to the second, the work- 
ingmen have the strongest interest in the 
cheapest possible transportation of food and 
other products, and a railroad that has to sat- 
isfy the desires of ownersof stock and bonds 
to twice or three times the amount of money 
actually provided by them cannot carry 
freight as cheaply as if the stocks and bonds 
were but one-half or one-third their actual 
amount. It isno answer to say that the 
earnings of the road are not affected by this 
arrangement, and that it makes no differ- 
ence whether they are divided ona large 
and fictitious or on a small and actual capi- 
tal. It does make a difference. The rail- 
road is in asense not exactly defined, but 
none the less real, a trust. Its management 
is greatly influenced by public opinion 
where that can be directly brought to 
bear. The watered stock is a screen 
between public opinion and the mana- 
gers. It ought to be taken down, 
and with it. numerous other devices by 
which the real facts are concealed. And 
this one achievement, which is difficult, but 
not impossible, would do much not only to 
directly benetit the workingmen, but to en- 
able them to form just ideas of their rights 
and wrongs. There are other matters equal- 
ly interesting bearing on this question. We 
have said enough to show that the demand 
for remedial legislation merits something 
more than a sneering non possumus from in- 
telligent students of public affairs. 


MORE ENERGY NEEDED. 

There isa strange contrast between the 
energy with which the trial of JAEHNE was 
pushed last Spring and the treatment of the 
bribery eases which has since prevailed in 
the District Attorney’s office. There were 
skeptical persons at the time of that trial 
who distrusted the motives of the District 
Attorney and of the Chief of the Detective 
Bureau. JAEHNE, in testifying before the 
Senate investigating committee in regard 
to the charge that he’ had been the receiver 
of Mrs. HaMiLTon’s stolen silyerware, had 
said that he was advised by both the 
Chief of Detectives and the District Attor- 
ney to settle that matte!by paying over the 
value of the stolen property. This put them 
in the position of condoning a crime insteagd 
of prosecuting the criminal, and they were 
not pleased with the revelation of the facts. 
It will be remembered that great energy 
was displayed shortly after in beginning the 
work of prosecuting the corrupt Aldermen, 
that JAEHNE was selected as the first vic- 
tim, and that he was promptly convicted, 
mainly on the testimony of Inspector 
BYRNES. 

While there was still a profession of zeal 
and determination to let no guilty man 
escape, there was a remarkable cessation of 
active effort after this achievement. None 
of the other cases were moved for trial, 
and after a while the appeal in JAEHNE’s 
case was given as the excuse. Mr. 
MARTINE professed to have great confi- 
dence that no error had been committed on 
the trial and that the verdict would be sus- 
tained by the Court of Appeals, and yet he 
waited some months for its decision. It 
seems to us that an energetic prosecuting 
officer, who felt sure of his ground and was 
in earnest, would have gone ahead and 
pushed the cases one after another as 
promptly as possible. He might have had 
half a dozen of the offenders or more dis- 
posed of during the Summer. Mr. MarTINE 
could not plead lack of cvidence, for he re- 
peatedly declared that he had ample evi- 
dence to convict the indicted men. __ 

Early in October the decision of the Court 
of Appeals was given, and it sustained the 
position in which the District Attorney pro- 
fessed to have so much confidence, but upon 
which he had failed to proceed. Then it 
was expected that new energy would be put 
into the-prosecutions, notwithstanding the 
fact that a local political contest was pend- 
ing. That fact should certainly in no way 
have affected the action of the prosecut- 
ing officer. Perhaps it did not, but he 
has admitted that political pressure was 
brought to bear upon him. There was 
only one way of effectually resisting 
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_ strike. 
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that kind of pressure, and that was to go 
on with his work without regard to it. But 
it is a significant fact that the election was 
allowed to pass with practically nothing 
accomplished, - Certain cases were set for 
trial on three separate dates in the month of 
October. Then came the escape of SAYLES 
from the jurisdiction of the court, and the 
controversy about the forfeiture of bail was 
allowed to derange the rest of the pro- 
gramme, The next actual move was for the 
trial of McCaBE, whose alleged mental con- 
dition could hardly have been unknown to 
the District Attorney. The effect of select- 
ing that case, whether intended or not, was 
further delay, 

More than a week of the month of No- 
vember has now passed and none of these 
cases are sot for trial. The District At- 
torney refuses to give inforination in regard 
to his present plan of action on the pretext 
that he has been misrepresented by the 
newspapers. The newspapers have only 
been anxious to give information, and the 
only authentic source of information is the 
District Attorney’s office. Many statements 
have been obtained there, most of them to 
the effect that there was ample evidence 
against both the bribed and the bribers and 
that the prosecutions were to be pushed 
with all practicable speed. And yet 
nothing is accomplished. It is no 
wonder if those who take an _ inter- 
est in the vindication of justice in these 
cases are getting impatient and suspicious. 
We have not been disposed to question the 
good faith of the District Attorney or the 
sincerity of his professions, but there has 
certainly been a lack of energy in 
his course. These cases should not be 
allowed to drag on indefinitely and to be 
constantly interrupted by matters of much 
less importance. Itis unfortunate that so 
much depends on keeping public interest 
awake, but it is true that much does depend 
upon it in matters of this kind. Let the 
public become indifferent or wearied and 
there would be little assurance that motives 
sufficiently strong would remain for an un- 
flagging effort to bring these offenders to 
justice against the personal and political 
pressure which certainly would not relax. 

If Mr. MARTINE wishes to escape criti- 
cism and to avoid suspicion of his motives 
and intentions it behooves him to apply 
himself with more practical energy to the 
prosecution of these bribery cases. It is 
well for him to be reticent if he has noth- 
ing but professions and vague promises to 
give out. The public has had enough of 
these; but if he is going to do anything it 
will do no harm to let it be known. But 
the information should be followed by 
prompt and energetic action. There can be 
no excuse for continued delays and failures. 


THE STRIKE IN CHICAGO. 


It is necessary, of course, that the “ walk- 
ing delegates” of trades unions should mag- 
nify their offices and make a show of doing 
something for their money. It is a question 
whether they may not do too much for their 
own good. A great many thousand men in 


‘this country have within the past year lost 


wages for terms varying from a few days 
to many weeks by listening to the walking 
delegates and ‘‘ going out” when they were 
ordered out. We do not call to mind any 
notable cases during that period m which 
this loss has been made good, or in which 
anything has been achieved by a strike that 
could not have been accomplished without a 
A series of futile strikes can hardly 
fail to impair the confidence of the work- 
ingman in the wisdom and disinterested- 
ness of the walking delegate. 

The strike of the men employed in the 
packing trade of Chicago shows that this 
lesson has not yet been learned. The labor 
employed in the packing houses is mostly 
unskilled. The butchers are the only men 
employed in the business who can be said 
to possess any skill beyond the dexterity 
which any man must acquire in sim- 
ple mechanical operations by long 
practice. If the packers had _ not 
once broken faith with the men 
whom they employed to take the places of 
strikers, under atleast an implied guaran- 
tee that the employment should continue 
during good behavior, they would have no 
difficulty in filling the vacancies at twenty- 
four hours’ notice. It appears, indeed, that 
they are receiving applications in great 
numbers—a fact which goes to prove that 
the “rats” as well as the Knights of Labor 
have short memories, 


If the places of the strikers are not filled, 
on the terms which the strikers refuse, it 
will be because the men who are anxious to 
work on those terms are prevented from 
doing so by intimidation or by actual vio- 
lence. Itis reported that the committee in 
charge of the strike has appointed ‘“ in- 
timidation committees,” and it is certain 
that the strikers have formed from their 
own body, with or without orders, violence 
committees, which have gone to work 
earnestly and effectively. Such applicants 
for work as are not deterred by the warn- 
ings of the intimidation committees are 
set upon by the violence committees, which 
throw stones at them, knock them down, 
jump on them, and throw them over em- 
bankments, 

This line of procedure is what might and 
should have been expected. A strike of 
10,000 men of this kind is almost 
certain to become a riot, and may 
become a very dangerous riot un- 
less they are promptly confronted by 
an overwhelming force, A strike, in so 
far as it can be countenanced by law, 
is an expression of the belief of the 
strikers that the employer cannot do better 
than to re-empioy them on their terms. They 
have a perfect right to entertain this belief, 
but they must not prevent the employer 
from trying to fill their places. 


Itis true that such strikes as this in Chi- 
cago would have a very slight chance of 
success if the strikers were prevented from 
intimidating or assailing the men who took 
their places, but that is not a reason for per- 
mitting the intimidation and assault, or 
for not foresceing that these incidents of 
the strike were inevitable unless some pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent them. A 
strike of unskilled labor, such as that 
in the Chicago packing 
houses,’ can succeed only when the 
employers offer less pay than the unskilled 


,eonthusiusm to yverflow” ? 


laborer can get elsewhere. This is certainly 
not the case with the strike in Chicago. It 
is, therefore, foredoomed to failure unless 
the strikers can succeed in frightening other 
men from taking their places, or unless the 
employers are making so much money that 
they cannot afford the delay ef hiring new 
hands. Neither of these conditions seems

PETROLEUM HERE AND ABROAD. 

From the great petroleum district on the 
Caspian Sea comes the news that a well 
owned by TaGierF & Co. is discharging no 
less. than 2,750,000 gallons of oil daily. 
The fountain is 224 feet high. This seems 
incredible. But it is true that in 1883 
the great Droojba well in tho ‘same district 
discharged for 43 days a daily average of 
850,000 gallons, and in 115 days yielded 
more than 55,000,000 gallons., By far the 
greater part of the oil from the Tagieff well 
will be lost in the sands that lie around the 
orifice. Evenif it could be saved and mar- 
keted the price received for it would scarcely 
pay for storage, for it is said that a ton, or 
250 gallons, of crude oil can be sold at 
Baku for no greater sum than a London 
importer pays for one gallon of refined 
American oil, and that tens of millions of 
gallons of refined oil can be bought there 
for a penny a gallon. 

Some of our Consuls report that Russian 
oil is driving American oil out of certain 
European markets. Undoubtedly it is true 
that American exporters are undersold to- 
day in certain European ports, and that 
Russian refiners and exporters are gradually 
extending their trade; but it is also true 
that our export trade is not falling 
off. The quantity of illuminating oil 
exported from the United States 
was increased from 204,000,000 gal- 
lons in 1876 to 367,000,000 gallons in 
1880. Inthe following year the amount 
fell to 332,000,000, but in 1882 it rose .to 
488,000,000. In 1883 and 1884 the exports 
were 419,000,000 and 415,000,000 respect- 
ively, butin 1885, in spite of the growing im- 
portance of the Baku field, wesold 458,000,- 
000 gallons in the Old World, and in 1886 
the sales were 469,000,000. The exports of 
erude oil also advanced from 25,000,000 
gallons in 1879 to 80,000,000 in 1886. 
The outlook for the current fiscal year 
is by no means unfavorable, if we 
may. judge from the official reports 
for the first quarter, which show that the 
exports have been nearly 134,000,000 gal- 
lons, or at the rate of 535,000,000 for tho 
year. The importance of our export trade 
in oil may not be fully realized by every- 
body. .Petroleum is the fourth of our ex- 
ports as regards value, being surpassed only 
by cotton, wheat, and meats. The value of 
our foreign trade in oil last year was more 
than $50,000,000. 

We cannot expect, however, that Europe 
and Asia will continue to buy our oil after 
the enormous resources of Baku shall have 
been developed and utilized. The Baku 
producers have suffered in competition by 
reason of the inferior quality of their prod- 
uct and of difficulties in the way of cheap 
transportation. The advances they have 
recently made in European markets indicate 
that theirmethods of manufacture have been 
improved, and it is known that in two or 
three years they will be able to. transport 
their oil at prices that will discourage the 
American producer and shipper. If the 
Baku field were on the Black Sea our petro- 
leum industry would have suffered a severe 
blow long ago. Now the Baku oil is sent by 
water to the head of the Caspian and up 
the Volga to the interior of Russia. Itis 
carried across the Caucasus in tank cars to 
Batoum, whence it is shipped to Euro- 
pean ports in tank steamers. A great 
change in the trade will appear when 
the proposed pipe line from Bakn to 
Batoum shall be completed. This projectis 
supported by the Russian Government. At 
last accounts four great European firms—in- 
cluding the RotTHscui_ps, of Paris, who 
have recently made large investments in oil 
property at Baku and Batoum—were bid- 
ding for the contract to build this line, 
which will cost $10,000,000 and be 560 
miles long. The pipe is to be large enough 
to carry 160,000,000 gallonsa year, and the 
tariff will be about 1 cent a gallon, It is 
predicted that the completion of the line 
will cause the export trade of the Baku field 
to be increased tenfold. 

If refined oil can be bought at Baku for 2 
cents a gallon, carried to the Black Sea for 
1 cent a gallon, and thence shipped to Lon- 
don and all European ports in great tank 
steamers at small cost, it can easily be seen 


‘that nothing but the superior quality of 


American oil will give it a place in Europe 
after this line shall have been finished. The 
price of refined oil at American ports is now 
6% cents. But if the oil burers of Baku 
shall persist in tapping the great reservoir 
and allowing its contents to run to waste, 
oil may not be so: plentiful on the Caspian 
three years hence as it is now.

THE NEW-HAVEN GOSSIPS VERY MUCH 
; AMAZED, 

The friends of Lieut. Tozier and of the 
other officers of the revenue tug Manhattan 
doubted the published reports yesterday morn- 
ing to the effect that the vessel had been lost off 
New-Haven, and their doubts were confirmed 


when, during the morning, a dispatch was re- 
ceived at the Custoin Tfouse stating that Capt. 
Hallett, of the steainship Dimock, which had 
just arrived at Boston, reported having passed 
the Manhattan in Pinm Gut, at the east end of 
Long Island, at 12:30 the nicht before, and that 
she was then all right.

Tozier received a dispatch from her husband 
stating that the Manhattan was safe in Green- 
port harbor, where she had arrived Sunday, and 
that the vessel would probobly resume her cruise 
in the afternoon. Lieut. Congdon, of the reve- 
nue cutter Washington, received a similar dis- 
patch from Lieut. Tozier, and Pilot Bradley, of 
the Chandler, received one from Enzineer Og- 
den. The Manhattan may reach this port to-day. 


New-Haven, Conn., Nov. 8.—When the 
news reached this city to-day that the revenue 
cutter Manhattan was safe in Greenport Harbor, 
all the sailors werc nenplussed completely, 
for they all believed that the vessel was under 
the water of the Sound off the mouth of the har- 


bor. Capt. Riley Smith, of Oyster Point, is the 
most puzzled man >f the Iet, for after tne cutter 
disappeared from sight he carefully swept the 
Sound with his glass and failed to see anything 
more than a black spot, which he took for the 
top of her funnel, and even that soon vanished. 
Several residents of the east shore also declare 
that the cutter seemed to sink, and they can’t 
explain how she disappeared. Until the news 
came from Greenport nobody here had any idea 
that the Manhattan was safe. How a vessel 
could vanish so suddenly is amystery. The case 
is the strangest that has happened in these parts 
for years. 

Capt. Thompson, the keeper of the New-Haven 
Lighthouse, says that he believes the Manhattan 
got in the trough of the sea when she neaded for 
Greenport, and so pitched less and escaped the 
notice of the watchers on shore. Her course 
would be such that the waves would hide her to 
& great extent. He did not notice her leaving 
the harbor, and so could tell nothing of her pos- 
sible fate. Among other seamen there is a belief 
that the Manhattan ran into what they call a 
cold water mist, raised by the cold wind from 
the warmer wates of the Sound. Several men 
were watching her when she changed her 
course, and they had no idea but that she went 
down very soon after heading for Long Island. 

Searching parties started out this morning to 
patrol the shore on both sides of the harbor in 
the hope of finding bodies and wreckage. They 
came straggling back to the city this afternoon 
tired and empty handed. The débris reported 
found on the east shore proves to be a lot of old 
driftwood which has been there, the fishermen 
say, fora month orso. No steamer owned about 
here is missing. 


THE GOSSIP. OF WASHINGTON. 


GIDEON J. TUCKER'S DECLINATION— 
THE DUTY ON IRON ORE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Mr. Gideon J. 
Tucker's refusal to serve as a United States Com- 
missioner to examine and report upon 100 miles 
of the Oregon and California Railroad in South- 
west Oregon, for fear that his report might be 
looked upon as purchased, excites some amuse- 
ment among persons who have only heard of 
Mr. Tucker as a political adventurer. In the 
absence of the President and the Secretary of 


the Interior it is difficult to ascertam 
whether he asked for the appointment 
or whether he had requested a more lucrative of- 
fice, and had been put off with this one. As has 
been the case with other applicants for Govern- 
ment offices, the Commissionerships of this kind 
are sought for by many persons, and the list of 
applicants is always filling up. Before accept- 
ing a section of 100 miles the law requires that 
it shall be examined by Commissioners, and the 
President, as soon as he is informed by the Land 
Grant Railway that such a section is completed, 
selects the Commissioners to visit. ride over. 
and inspect the road. They notice whether the 
road is constructed as required by law, 
and may make such a report as they choose, 
although they usually sign a report prepared by 
the constructing engineer. For their services 
they receive $10 aday for each day necessarily 
employed and 10 cents a mile for each mile 
actually and necessarily traveled, the per diem 
and mileage being putd by the railroad company 
for the benefit of which the examination is made. 
The examinations have been made by gentlemen 
whose technical skillis probably not greater 
than Mr. Tucker’s, but whose integrity and 
steadiness of conviction would suffer nothing by 
& comparison. with his. a 
— 
The iron and steel men have been greatly 
stirred up by the decision of Assistant Secretary 
‘ Fairchild, that iron ores shall pay a duty of 75 
cents perton after drying at a temperature ot 
212° Fahrenheit. The matter had been talked 
of for months in the newspapers, yet it was nut 
until after a long suspension and the final issue 


of the decision that the iron men saw fit 
to protest. In answer to the _ protests 
Mr. Fairchild, on Nov. 2, wrote to the 
representatives of the protesting interests 
to remind them of. their dilatory course, 
but consented to reopen the matter to receive 
testimony in the form of affidavits, and after 
consideration of the affidavits in opposition to 
the decision to hear arguments from both sides. 
The two principal protests against the Treasury 
decision cams from George H. Ely, representing 
the Western Iron Association, and James M, 
Swank, of the American Iron and Steel Assovcia- 
tion. Reasons were asked for and an opportuni- 
ty requested fo prepare written and oral argu- 
ments against the decision. Secretary Fairchild 
reached his decision evidently after considera- 
tion of the fact that imported ores are represent- 
ed as absorbing sea water and moisture to 
an extent materially toincrease their weight. 
According toacaretully prepared letter issued 
from the house of Couper, Hewitt & Co., the ab- 
sorption of moisture has been commonly con- 
ceded by the trade, and an allowance has been 
made, sometimes upon stipulation,in the con- 
tract based upon the weight of the ore after dry- 
ing at 212° Fahrenheit. To insist upon the pay- 
ment of duty upon ores in various conditions of 
dryness or moisture would be practically 
impose differing rates of duty. As 
the ariff law says that the duty 
shall be upon a ton:of iron ore ‘and 
not upon a ton part iron ore and part water, the 
decision was prepured with a view of securing a 
uniform unit of weight of ore. The American iron 
ore producers represent that the decision will 
injuriously affect American producers, but im- 
porters are at @ loss to see why they should be 
compelled to pay for something they do not buy, 
merely to maintain a rate of duty which Con- 
gress probably did not intend to establish.

STREET RAILROADS IN CHICAGO. 

CuIcaGo, Nov. 8.—The Appellate Court, 
which stands between the Superior and Circuit 
Courts and the Supreme Court of the State, to- 
day rendered a decision in a case before it to the 
effect that itis not necessary for a street rail- 
road company to obtain tha consent of 
abutting property owners in order to lay 


tracks through the streets. The suit was 
brougkt by Adams-street property owners, 
who charged that the Chicago City Passenger 
Railroad Company bad laid tracks in that street 
without securing the consent of the owners of 
halt of the abutting property owners. It was 
held by the court that as what is kuown as the 
horse and dummy act of 1874 did not stipulate 
that the consent of property. owners 
should be a_ preliminary to the work 
of laying tracks in the street, an act 
of 1872 requiring such consent was null 
and such consent was not required. The effect 
of this decisidn will be very far-reoching, Here- 
after all that is required is the consent of tho 
court having jurisdiction, and if that body 
chooses to grant a corporation the right to lay a 
track on any other street it can do it whether 
property owners want it or not. Heretofore 
there has been some check on the Council's 
granting rights of way, but now there is none, 
and probably within a short time a score of peti- 
tions for new street railways will be filled. 


A RUSH FOR OPERA TICKETS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 8.—The sale of tick- 
ets for single performances during the season of 
the National (American) Opera Company, begin- 
ning next Monday evening at the Academy of 
Music, opened this morning, and drew the largest 
assemblage uf Feet mie seen here for some 
years. The rush continued uninterruptedly un- 
til late this afternoon. When Managers Zimmer- 
man and Nixon closed the books for the day they 
found $10,000 in their cash box. On Saturday 
$3,000 was realized from the sale of season tick- 
ets. Mr. Zimmerman said that the rush was even 
’ greater than at the famous Patti sale two years 
ago, when $7,000 was taken in -the first day.’

HOW A PARTY OF JOURNALISTS WERE 
ENTERTAINED IN DANVILLE. 

DANVILLE, Va., Nov. 8.—News was ree 
ceived here Saturday that a party representing 
Harper & Brothers, of New-York, and visit- 
ing the Sonth, at the invitation of Mr. 
John H. Inman to observe and record its 
industrial progress, would arrive in the 
city on Monday, spend a day here, and 
leave for the South at night. Preparations were 
made on the part of the Chamber of Commerce 
and citizens to receive and entertain them, and 
accordingly a committee was in waiting at the 
station when the 7:35 train rolled in this morn- 
ing. The party, consisting of Charles Dudley 
Warner, W. A. Harper, Horace Bradley, Kirk 
Monroe, John Durkin, C. Graham, and John 
Muller, Jr., were taken in carriages and con- 


veyed to the Arlington Hotel, where they par- 
took of breakfast. After doing full justice 
to the meal they were escurted around 
the city, the tirst place visited being 
the colored public school. Here everything was 
found in good order and the children at their 
recitations, Mr. Warner expressed much sur- 
prise when told that this and similar schools 
were maintained at the expense of white tax- 
payers of the State and cities. After leaving 
here they were driven tu the white public school, 
then to the factories and warehouses, and they 
seemed somewhat dazed at the number and im- 
mensity of these buildings. They wondered 
what Danville did with all the tobacco which is 
handled in the establishments. At one of the 
wa! ehouses, the largest in the city, they had the 
pleasure of witnessing a “break,” something 
_—* well as novel and interesting to the vis- 

From this point a visit was made to the cotton 
factories, and astonishment was expressed at 
the fine water way wiich separated the two 
towns, and which. operates so much inachinery. 
They then took a trip to North Danville, and 
were atforded from a high point a beautiful 
view of the city of Danville. A nuwber of 
sketches were made by oue of the artists who ac- 
company the party. After taking in all the sighte 
from this point, they were driven to the rooms 
of the Chamber of Commerce, where they were 
visited by the members of that body and citi- 
zens generally, and given a cordial reception to 
the “city on the Dan.” 

At 3 o’clock they were again taken in charge 
and escorted to the Hotel Normandie, where 
banquet had beeu propared in Louor of the city’s 
guests, over which the Mayor presided, the next 
place of honor being accorded to Mr. Harper. 
After discussing the bill of fare the cloth was re- 
moved and the following prepared tousts were 
read and apprupriately responded to: “ Intro- 
duction and Fraternal Welcome,” W. T. Townes, 
President and Chairman Committee; “ Our 
Guests—The Danvilie Chamber of Commerce ex- 
tends the hand of commercial welcome,” “ The 
Press—Its enlightened wind, power of ex- 
pression, and intents fur good establish 
it the world’s grandest protection - of 
civil liberty;” “‘The New South—Individual en- 
terprise, natural advantages and love of common 
country mark ber ouward course;” “ Our Com- 
mon Country—The bonds of fraternal and com- 
commercial union between the States should be 
at par;” “ Our City, by the Dan—Her progress 
and geographical position entitle her to become 
oue of the great manufacturing centres aud dis- 
tributing points in the South.” At the conclusion 
of the set speeches Mr. Harper was called on to 
respond, but declined, but others of tlie party 
came to the rescue and upheld the dignity 
of the Queen City of the country. 
It. was 6 o'clock when the feast ended, 
and the guests were taken in charge and driven 
to other places where they could view what was 
going on and what was being dune by the people 
of this town to enlarge and beautify its interior 
as well as its surroundings. After driving 
around and viewing the city under the electric 
light they were driven to the National Hotel 
where supper bad been prepared for them, and 
which was enjoyed with arelisit The day broke 
wintry, with a stiff breeze from the northwest, 
and continued very cold. until sunset, but that 
did not deter the guests from enjoying them- 
selves or letting those who bad them in charge 
carry out the programme in full. 

Mr. Warner, in conversation, said they had not 
come South to notice any particular industry, 
but to see what had been done asa whole. To 
his mind the “ new South” meant “‘ new life.”

BLUE LAWS ENFORCED. 


THE SALOON KEEPERS OF LA _ CROSSE 
STRIKING BACK. 


La Crossk, Wis., Nov. 8.—The Law and 
Order League has been making vigorous efforts 


- to enforce the law requiring saloons to be closed 


on Sunday. The saloon keepers have retaliated 
by demanding the strict enforcement of all Sun- 
day laws. Mayor Powell on Thursday issued a 
proclamation announcing that these laws would 
be strictly enforced against every person or 
corporation doing any sort of business, and 
a® large number of special policemen 
were sworn in yesterday to arrest of- 
fenders. On, ‘Saturday the mauager: -of 
the telephone vftice announced that the tele- 
phone lines would be closed from Saturday mid- 
night to Sunday midnight. Manager Chapman 
of the telegraph office received orders from 
Superintendent McMichael to do no business of 
any nature during the legal Sunday except- re- 
ceive and send Government signais, even the 
press dispatches for morning newspapers being 
out off. The manager of the Associated Press 
demanded that these dispatches be delivered, 
but Superintendent McMichael refused. The 
ofticers of the law made their first raid on 
the Ohronicle office, where the night force 
were engaged in getting ont a Sunday 
paper. The printers were arrested, and during 
the day a large number of jbus drivers, laborers 
at the gas works, street car men, &¢., were also 
arrested. The authorities even threatened toa 
arrest choir singers in the churches who recvive 
pay for their singing, and the city was keptin a 
state of excitement all day, 50 arrests baving 
been made before night. It is generally under- 
stood that the whole crusade is designed te 
bring the blue laws into disrepute. The cases 
were called in court to-day and adjourned. They 
will be bitterly contested’ on both sides and car 
ried to jhe Supreme Court.

The lunatic then attempt- 
ed to kick the prostrate father, but a number of 
male members rushed up and dragged him away, 
The assault caused a panic among the women 
and children and a rush was made for the doors. 
Father Klowter had risen by this time, however, 
and his reappearance in the pulpit restored 
order, It was found that he had tot been se- 
riously injured.

DEATHOF AFAMOUS JOCKEY 


FRED ARCHER KILLS HIMSELF 
IN A FEVER. 

REMARKABLE CAREER ON THE 

TURF AND ITS TRAGIC END—SOME 


OF HIS MOST NOTEWORTHY RACES. 
Lonpon, Noy. 8.—Fred Archer, the cele- 
érated jockey, is dead. His death was the result 
of a pistol shot wound inflicted by himself while 
in a delirium resulting from fever. It is reported 
that he was ill with typhoid fever. The first 
symptoms of the disease appeared on Thursday, 
after he had been present at the Lewes races. 
When it became evident that his illness was 
likely to be serious, he was taken to his sister's 
house at Newmarket. He rapidly grew worse 
aud had been in aracing fever since yesterday 
morning. He was left alone for a few minutes, 
and his attendant soon after leaving the sick 
room heard two pistol shots. He hurried back 
and found Archer dying, having shot himself 
with a revolver. 


HIS 


Frederick James Archer has for the past 15 
years been not only the best known but the most 
successful of English jockeys, and his record 
during the seasun just closing has been as suc- 
cessful as thuse of the past dozen years, during 
all of which he stood at the head of the list of 
winning jockeys. Since the death of Tom 


French, in 1872, he has been Lord Falmouth’s 
chief jockey, and that gentleman had the tirst 
call upon his services. After him, in the order 
named, his time was claimed by contract by Lord 
Hastings, the Duke of Portland, the Duke of 
Westminster, Matthew Dawson, of New-Market 
—his father in-law—and the Prince of Wales, all 
cf whom paid him handsome retainers. Fred 
Archer was about 5 feet 7inches in height, of 
slim, wiry build, and rede at from 115 to 120 
founds, keeping himself at that weight by the 
use of Turkish baths during the racing season. 

‘Archer was a native of Prestbury, near Chel- 
tenham, and the son of William Archer, a famous 
cross-country rider, who in 1858 won a national 
reputation by winning the Liverpool Grand Na-- 
tioval Steeplechase on Little Charley, 147 
pounds up. Young Archer, who was born Jan. 
11, 1856, seemed to have been born a jockey, for 
when but the merest child he was at home only 
on the back of a donkey or pony. He was known 
asa bola and good rider over the Gloucester 
stone walls with the Cotswood hounds, and his 
childish treble was more frequently heard crying 
out that he was “in at the death” than among 
the crowd that was at the tailof the hunt. His 
first winning mount was made when he was but 
11 years old, when he won a steeplechase at Ban- 
gor on the famous pony Maid of Kent. He was 
apprenticed to Matthew Dawson, of Newmarket, 
when 12 years of age. and on Sept. 28, 1870, 
when 14 years old, he won the Nursery Handi- 
cap at Chestertield on Athol Daisy. In 1872, 
riding at 77. pounds, he won the Cesarewitch 
Stakes on Mr. Radcliffe’s Salvanos, a victory 
which was his real stepping stone to his fame as 
a jockey and the fortune of over $500,000 
which he leaves behind him. 

Soon after this he succeeded Tom French as 
Lord Falmouth’s chief jockey, and it was in the 
employ of this noble patron of the English turf 
that he won some of his most famous victories. 
In 1874 he headed the list of winning jockeys 
and has done so ever since, his closest compet- 
itor for this honor during the past five seasons, 
as he is this year, being C. Wood. It was during 
1874 that he won the Lincolushire Handicap 
with Tomahawk; was second in the Cesarewitch 
with the Truth gelding; the Two Thousand 
Guineas on Atlantic; finished third on the same 
norse in the Derby, riding at 122 pounds, al- 
though his bodily weight was but 85 pounds. He 
also won in that year the Woodcote Stakes for 
2-year-olds with Ladylove, the Great Cheshire 
3takes with Andred, the Steward’s Cup at Good- 
wood with Modena, the Clearwell Stakes at New- 
market with the Repentance colt, and a host of 
handicaps, purses, and stake races. His riding 
as well as his winnings in that year earned for 
him the nickname of ‘‘ the Demon Jockey” and 
“the Tinman,” the latter because he always 
rode for ** the tin.” 

Patience, vigilance, and courage were his char- 
acteristics, and to these were due his wonderful 
Buccess. He was always ready, and nearly al- 
ways first at the starting post so as to secure the 
best place. He obeyed the starter implicitly 
and so profited in many of his starts, and, as his 
eye was always kept on the starter’s flag, he was 
never left at the post and rarely got a bad 
start. He always studied his horses carefully, 
and, by knowing their faults and good points, 
got everything possible out of them. So great 
was his average of winning and so thoroughly 
honest was he that “ Archer’s mounts” were al- 
ways heavily backed after the opening of his 
wonderfully successful career. 

Archer was wonderfully successful in winning 
what are known as the classic races in English 
racing circles, and won these events oftener 
than any jockey that ever lived. The Cam- 
bridgeshire is the only one of them he never 
won. In this race, run on the 26th of Jast month, 
he was second to Sailor Prince by a head, bis 
mount being St. Miron, and he was second last 
year on Bendigo. He won the Derby in 1877 
with Lord Falmouth’s Silvio, in 1880 with the 
Duke of Westminster's Bend Or, in 1881 with 
Pierre Lorillard’s Iroquois, in 1885 with Lord 
Hastings’s Melton, and this year with the 
Duke of Westminster's Ormonde. The Two 
Thousand Guineas he won for Lord Falmouth in 
1874 with Atlantic, again in 1879 with Chari- 
bert, and again in 1883 with Galliard. Last 
year be won it with Roderick Cloete’s Para- 
dox, and this year with that wonder- 
ful horse Ormonde. For Lord Falmouth 
he also won the Oue Thousand Gnineas in 1875 
with Spinaway, and in 1879 with Wheel of Fort- 
une. With these sume horses he also won the 
Oaks in the same years, us he did with Jannette 
in 1878. He won the City and Suburban in 1876 
with Thunder, in 1877 with Julius Cesar, in 
1879 with Mr. Lorillard’s Parole, in 1880 with 
Master Kildare, and in 1881 with Bend Or. The 
Bt. Leger he wonin 1877 with Silvio, in 1878 
with Jannette, in 1881 with Mr. Lorillard’s Iro- 

uois, in 1882 with Lord Falmouth’s Dutch 

ven—a forty to one chance and one of the most 
sensational races on record; in 1885 with Lord 
Hastings’s Melton, and this year with Ormonde. 
The Champion Stakes were taken by him in 1878 
with Jannette, in 1881 with Bend Or, in 1882 
with Tristan, in a walk-over aftera dead heat 
‘with Thebais, and in 1885 with Paradox. The 
Middle Park Plate was won by him in three suc- 
sessive years, beginning in 1883, Busybody, Mel- 
ten, and Vinting being the winning horses. He 
took the Dewhurst Plate on Wheel of Fortune, 
Bal Gal, and Dutch Oven, and won the Cesare- 
witch for the second time in 1876 on Rosebery. 
He twice won the French Derby, in 1880 with M. 
: Lefevre’s Beauminet, and again in 1883 with 
the Duke de Castree’s Frontin. In 1882 he won 
the Grand Prize of Paris with Mr. H. Rymill's 
Bruce. Hisrecord of winnings during the past 
six yearsis as follows, 1880, 121 wins; 1881,

246. He leads the list this year also. 

Mr. Archer rode for Mr. Lorillard whenever 
that. gentleman could secure his services, and 
with Parole he won the City and Suburban, the 
Great Metropolitan, and the Great Cheshire 
Stakes in 1879. With Iroquois he won the Derby, 
Prince of Wales Stakes, and the St. James Palace 
Stakes at Ascot, and the Doncaster St. Leger. 

The “ Demon Jockey” made a remarkable rec- 
ord during last month, winning the Maiden Plate 
of 100 guineas at Newmarket for the Prince of 
Wales with his 2-year-old Lady Peggy, a ten to 
one chance. He won the Free Handfap Sweep- 
stakes at the same meeting with Ormonde, and 
had a walk-over with him onthe 29th, his last 
race of the season, in a private sweepstakes of 
1,000 sovereigns each, Melton and The Bard 
hoth being withdrawn. In the first three days 

. of the meeting Archer had 14 mounts, winning 5 
races and being second 3 times. The week pre- 
vious to this meeting he had ridden for the firat 
time on the Irish course at Curragh, winning the 

Lord Lieutenant’s Cup for Lord Londonderry on 

Cambusmere on Oct 19. 

Archer was married in February, 1883, to the 
niece of his old trainer, Matthew Dawson, Miss 
Nellie Rose Dawson. The wedding occurred at 
Newmarket, where Archer owned a famous 
hostelry, the Falmouth House. The wedding 
‘was attended by many of the nobility, and the 
presents to the young couple were of as 
great value as those ordinarily given to a 
Prince. Mrs. Archer died in November, 1884, 
while giving birth to a daughter. Archer grieved 
greatly over her death, and came tothis country, 
spending three months here and making the tri 
across the continent. He had never recovere 
from the grief caused by the death of his wife, 
and remained on the turf only because he hoped 
by this means to partially forget his loss. He 
was not only the richest jockey in England, but 
the most popular one, and had ridden more 
horses, young as he was, than any jockey living 
gt the time of his death.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 
The season of grand opera in German at 


the Metropulitan Opera House was entered upon | 


last evening under circumstances that should 
make the occasion memorable as the artistic and 
social event of the Winter. Since the Metropoli- 
tan was opened to the public, no audi- 
ence of iike brilliancy has been gath- 
ered within its limits. And since opera was 
first given in the United States, no representa- 
tion more commendable in point of symmetry 
and none that could be at all compared with 
yosterday’s in respect of the perfection of the 
crehestral performance and the completeness 
and splendor of the mise en scéne has 
ever been beheld in the New World. It 
is simple justice to place these facts on record 
| at the outset of areference to last night’s ren- 
dering of “The Queen of Sheba,” for 

the magnificence of the entertainment and 
the quality and numbers of the assem- 
blage that witnessed it were the only 


themes that can be dwelt upon without 
repeating much that has been already written in 
this pe concerning Goldmark’s masterpiece 
and its chief interpreters in this city. “The 
Queen of Sheba,” which was first brought 
out at the Metropolitan in December 
last, is an opera which proved _ stead- 
ily attractive throughout the season 
which came to an end last Spring, It is not a 
distinctly German work, forit abounds in the 
ancient forms of recitative, aria, duet, and trio, 
not to mention phrases and final measures 
purely Italian in both tunefulness and 
conventionality. But it is the very 
reverse of an Italian opera of _ the 
old school in the composer’s treatment of the 
orchestra, whose duties, in respect of expressing 
the feelings of the characters and emphasizing 
their utterances, are almost asimportant as those 
of the bandin the later achievements of Wagner. 
The charm of Goldmark’s score is to be sought, 
however, neither in the writer’s occasional imi- 
tation of Italian forms nor in the elaborateness 
of his instrumentation, but rathet in its tonal 
richness, in the sensuous smoothness and sweet- 
ness of the musician’s harmonies, and in the 
fascinating Oriental tinge which pervades its 
measures. The beauties of the opera, it is 
proper to add, are not of the original 
and shapely type that impress the listener at a 
single hearing, nor are they, when detected, of 
the ideal quality that makes neither a faultless 
stage interpretation nor magnificent scenic attire 
essential to the auditors’ complete enjoyment. At 
the Metropolitan, however, the salient points of 
the opera are brought to the ear through mediums 
as nearly approaching perfection as can be 
found, and whatever appeal is to be made to the 
eye—and the appeal in “The Queen of Sheba” is 
pretty nearly continuous—is put forth by 
methods “that are quite irresistible. The 
opera was mainiy rendered last evening, 
by the artists that appeared in it last 
Winter. Herr Alvary was Assad, Herr Robin- 
son King Solomon, Herr Fisher the High Priest, 
Friiulein Lehmann  Sulamith, and Friulein 
Brandt. Astaroth. Frau Herbert-Férster, here- 
tofore a stranger to American audiences, was 
seen as the Queen, and Herr Max Heinrich 
as Baal-Hanan. Some apprehension was felt as 
to the condition of Fraulein Lehmann’s voice, 
the songstress having been indisposed for some 
days previous. It was promptly dispelled by her 
earliest measures, and from Friuijein Lehmann’s 
entrance in the first act until the curtain 
fell upon the death of her lover the listeners 
had abundant opportunities of convincing 
themselves that the bright timbre and 
the power of the prima donna’s tones 
and her skill and.taste in the management 
of her organ were unimpaired. Frinilein 
Brandt was welcomed with accustomed fervor, 
and was thrice recalled after her vocalizzi in the 
second act. Herr Robinson imparted to the 
King the somewhat theatrical dignity re- 
quired to relieve the character from 
utter dullness, and whenever a_ phrase 
of pure cantabile offered itself for execution—and 
Goldmark has allotted to the Kinga relatively 
liberal allowance of melodious measures—he 
made the most of the chance, and revealed him- 
self, as in past seasons, as the best singer, 
in the exact sense of the word, the Metro- 
politan can boast of. The remaining réles 
were in efficient hands, Herr Alvary’s delinea- 
tion of Assad being especially notable for pict- 
uresqueness of bearing and_intelligent act- 
ing. The new - comer, Frau Herbert- 
Forster, was received with favor. Her 
mezzo soprano voice has both strength 
and resonance, and her comeliness, for the 
first time since ‘‘ The Queen of Sheba’”’ was made 
known in this country, rendered Assad’s infatu- 
ation comprehensible. The chorus labored 
taithfully and effectively ana the or- 
chestra did capital work. The scenery, 
dresses, and pageants were of unprecedented 
gorgeousness. Nothing like the entry of the 
Queen into Solomon’s palace has ever been at- 
tempted on the operatic stage in Amer- 
ica, and ‘nothing better has ever been 
achieved in any of the European capitals. 
The other spectacular incidents of 
the performance were as impressive in their way 
as the regal procession in the first act; in act the 
third, a cleverly planned and skillfully exe 

cuted ballet was dauced by an army of 
pretty ballerine, led by Milles. Cavalazzi 
and Leonhardt. The reproduction of the 
opera, in brief, was most successful; its fortu- 
nate accomplishment entities all the artists con- 
cerned in the representation to a share of crit- 
ical and popular admiration, while a very 
large measure of praise must be reserved 
for Mr. Stanton, whose personal supervision of 
affairs made the revival of ‘“‘ The Queen of Sheba” 
quite as noteworthy an art event as its produc- 
tion under his direction last season. 


MISS FORTESCUE IN “ FROU-FROU.” 

An excellent idea of the treatment Meil- 
hac and Halévy’s “ Frou-Frow” received at the 
Lyceum Theatre last evening will be conveyed in 
the statement that during all the closing scene, 
which depicts Gilberte’s return to the home 
of Sartorys and her death after the recon- 
ciliation, the fiddlers in the cockloft sawed 
out, with no intermission, the opening bars .of 
“Home, Sweet Home.” The erratic spirit that 
caused that wholesome and familiar English 
melody to intrude itself upon the scene of a 
false Parisian wife’s return to the household 
she ruined pervaded the whole perform- 


ance. There was a Cockney Sartorys, with 
the stolid aspect of a London shopkeeper, 
who in his talk dropped every ‘ h” that fol- 
lowed a‘ t;” there was an awkward, wooden 
young Englishman in place of volatile Valreas, 
and the peers book of the vaudeville of * An- 
tony and Clevpatra” used during the rehearsal 
for private theatricals was one of French's, 
(late Lacy’s,) sold in London for 6d. and 
in New-York for 15 cents. The transla- 
tion of the French play. used was not 
Mr. Daly’s, which isas good as any translation 
of a French play can be, and which preserves, as 
far as possible, the brilliancy of the original; 
but a duil thing with the London trade 
mark stamped upon it indelibly. A _ par- 
agraph on the housebill announced that 
the piece was produced under the direction of 
“Capt. H. 8, Riddell (late of Drury-Lane Theatre) 
from the author’s notes.” Why the military 
gentleman left Drury-Lane and who the author 
Was that made the notes are facts that were not 
stated. Certainly the notes were not made by 
either M. Meilhac or M. Halévy. 

But the general performance, stupid as it was, 
was immeasurably superior to Miss Fortescue’s 
impersonation of Frou-Frou, which was form- 
less and vapid, devoid of sense or sentiment, 
passion or pathos. The young lady’s trim figure 
was set off by anumber of very handsome dresses, 
and her attitudes, all of . which seemed to be 
assumed without any preconceived notion of the 
effect to be produced, were occasionally graceful 
occasionally the reverse. For a few moments, 
at the beginning of Act IV., Miss Fortescue’s 
acting was reasonably good in a negative sense; 
she went through the pathetic little scene with 
Valreas here without spoiling it, and met the 
Baroness without attempting to over-emphasize 
the situation. But in the succeeding inter- 
view with Sartorys she returned to the 
queer grimaces, the rolling and a 
of the eyes and twisting of the mouth, that had 
marred her work in previous scenes; while the 
delivery of the frenzied utterances of Frou-Frou 
displayed again her lack of dramatic force and 
insufficient knowledge of stage effect. The 
saine words might be used to describe 
her treatment of the strong ‘scene in 
which Gilberte denounces Louise, at the 
end of Act IIL, and of the earlier scenes 
the same story of affectation, faulty pronun- 
ciation, misplaced es ge and lack of pur- 
pose is to be told. er perpetual repetition 
of insignificant words in the text (a fault 
also indulged in by some of the supporting 
actors) and the incomprehensible gradations 
of tone in her voice in scenes of excitement may 
be chargeable to nervousness, but the same 
defects were noticeable three weeks ago in the 
first performance of Gretchen.” We have not 
attempted, in this brief, but, as we believe, com- 
prehensive review of Miss Fortescue’s portrayal 
of Gilberte Sartorys to submit her work to com- 
parison with former impersonatious of the char- 
acter. That would be a useless task. The play, 
which in spite of its talse sentiment is one 
of the strongest and cleverest dramatic works 
pecs in this generation, has been presented 

un New-York by two of the foremost actresses of 
the present day; and the performauce of Agnes 
Ethel, when “ Frou-Frou” was first made known 
here, was charmingly natural, simple, aud 
pathetic. Nobody expected Miss Fortescue to 
rival her predecessors; but the public has 
a right to insist that a 1 whose 
name is posted so couspicuously in the- 
atrical announcements should possess a small 
share of dramatic aptitude, and sufficient knowl- 
edge of stage effect to use her voice properly, 
and not to mistake exaggerated grimace for fa- 
cial expression. The play was mounted with the 
good taste that marks all Mr. Frohman’s pro- 
ductions, and the performance was endured by 
a large and intelligent audience.

BROOKLYN ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 
A concert was given in the Academy of 
Music, Brooklyn, last evening in aid of the 
orphan asylum of that city, opening a charitable 
effort which is to be continued by a fair in the 
Academy, beginning to-day.

Mr. Paxson hurri gasped something 
about practical jokers and teaching them 
a lesson, and then he made a lunge at Mr. Yerkes. 
If Mr, Yerkes had not parried the biow b 
throwing his arms around Mr. Paxson as if 
he was a long lost brother, Mr. Paxson's lunge 
would have taken Mr. Yerkes under the 
chin, and, would have gone on record as 
@ clever upper cut. s it was, there 
was nothing lett for Mr. Paxson to do’ but hug 
Mr. Yerkes too. It flashed through his mind in 
an instant that Mr. Yerkes meant to wrestle and 
hurl him to the foot of the stairs, s0 Mr. Paxson 
hugged Mr. Yerkes with all his might, and 
Broker Yerkes, suspicious that Broker Paxson 
was going to throw him headlong down the stairs 
into Exchange-place and out on to Third-street, 
gripped Broker Paxson with the strength of a 
drowning man. It was all done in an instant. 
They then stumbled and halt fell and half rolled 
down stairs. The tumbling brokers flew out of 
the entrance at the foot of the stairway like 
the man at the circus who is blown from a 
cannon’s mouth. A number of brokers who 
were passing through Exchange-place were 
glued to the spot with astonishment, as they 
watched Messrs. Yerkes and Paxson careen over 
toward the Girard Bank, and then lurch 
toward the brick wall of George 8. Fox & 
Son’s office, on the south side of Ex- 
change-place. The fighting brokers danced 
a sort of polka across the little thoroughfare 
still holding on to each other as if in a deadly 
embrace. At last, after a riod of neariy 
three minutes from the time they began 
to glide down the stairs, they brought 
up solidly, with a sort of thud, against 
George S. Fox’s brick wall. Mr. Paxson’s mouth 
kissed the bricks, and Mr. Yerkes’s head, which 
was close to Broker Paxson’s, struck the wall 
sideways, and his right ear was peeled. 
The friends of the men managed to 
separate them after they had _ spent 
their force against the brick walls. 
Cries of “break away,” “take your corners,” 
and ‘foul’ came from the throats of the brokers 
who stood looking on. Little flakes of snow 
fell here and there, and little eis of 
blood from Mr. Paxson’s’§ cut ower 
lip and Mr. Yerkes’s peeled ear fell 
on the flag pavement of Exchange-place.

Mr. Paxson was sitting before a glowing fire at 
his residence, 1,735 North Fifteenth-street, this 
evening. when a reporter called. Mr. Paxson 
smiled as wide a smile as an abnormally thick- 
ened upper lip would allow, an said 
he guessed nobody had bled to death in 
the scrimmage. “You can_ see,” said Mr. 
Paxson, “that Iam not entirely knocked out, 
and that my chin is nota gory mass of hashed 
meats, as was reported. Iam not injured in the 
least, but you ought to see the other fellow.” 

Have you Mr. Yerkes’s right ear with you? 
Mr. Paxson was asked. 

“Not that I know of,” said Mr. Paxson, ‘‘and 
if Mr. Yerkes lost his ear it must have been worn 
out against the brick wall. The entire thing 
started in fun, but this kind of fun is too in- 
fernally funny. I will acknowledge that a little 
bad blood has been existing between us for some 
time. We goin what you would term different’ 
cliques, and are not often brought together. For 
along time the brokers on ‘Change have had an 
idea that they must have fun, and their 
fun consists in torturing some _ fellow- 
man. I had been _sufferin during the 
day with a headache, and when they 
began playing pranks upon me I suppose [ 
was not in-as good humor as [ might 
have been. I guess you know bow it ended. 
Mr. Yerkes took liberties, and things be- 
gan to look warm. We waltzed down the 
stairs and it grew warmer. When we reached 
the pavement it was snowing, but nevertheless 
it was hot.

FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 

BALtTrmorg, Md., Nov. 8.—The succession 
of heavy business failures in Baltimore, which 
began last Friday with the suspension of John 
I. Middleton & Co., and which was continued on 
Saturday by the assignment of P. Hanson, Hiss 
& Co., and Kerngood Brothers, was still further 
continued to-day by the filing in the Clerk’s 
office of the Superior Court of a deed of trust 
for the benefit of creditors to Skipwith Wilmer 
by Lewis N. and Joseph 8. Hopkins, trading as 


L. N. & J. 8. Hopkins. The bond filed is $100,000, 
which indicates assets of $50,000. The Messrs. 
Hopkins were engaged in the cotton and fertil- 
izer business. Their office isin the same build- 
ing as Middleton & Co.’s. The two firms were 
largely interested in the Carrib Guano Company, 
which owned an island in the Carribean Sea. 
The Middleton failure was attributed by many 
to unfortunate guano. speculations, and it was 
understood on Saturday that Messrs. Hopkins 
were afflicted by the same cause. The latter firm 
had a note of $6,000 due to-day which, it is 
stated, had been discounted by an up-town bank. 
The note bore the indorsement of J. I. Middleton 
& Co. Lewis N. Hopkins is a nephew of the late 
Johns Hopkins, who left $8,000,000 for the 
founding of the Hopkins University and Hos- 

ital. Mr. Hopkins, it is understood, received a 
egacy of $10,000 a year from his uncle’s estate. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 8.—Lewis, N. Hopkins 
and Joseph 8. Hopkins, dealers in cotton and 
fertilizers, made an assignment to-day to Skip- 
with Wilmer for the benefit of their creditors. 
Assets and liabilities not yet stated.

THE MURDERED THIEF. 


HIS BROTHER’S STORY IN COURT—~A QUAR- 
REL OVER THE DEAD MAN’S MONEY. 
The story published in yesterday’s Tres 

astothe manner in which William Walker re- 

ceived his death wound in the saloon of Thomas 

Nichols, at No, 139 Hester-street, was confirmed 

yesterday in the Essex Market Police Court by the 

affidavit of Thomas Walker, the brother of the 
murdered manu, Thomas Walker swore that he 
was awakened at his home, No. 69 Forsyth- 
street, at about 6 P, M. Saturday, by Thomas 


Kelly, who told him that he had bad news for 
him, 


“T said that it didn’t surprise me,” Walker con- 
tinued, “and asked him if he, meaning my 
brother, wasdead, Kelly said that he couldn’t 
tell, and said, ‘Go around and see Tommy Nich- 
ols.’ When I entered Nichols’s saloon he {Nich- 


ols] took me into an adjoining room and told 
me that my brother and Henry Lestrange came 
into the saloon about 5 P, M. and hada few 
words together, and that William Walker was 
walking up and down the floor in front of the bar, 
while Lestrange was leaning with poth elbows 
on the bar, with his hands supporting either side 
of his face, and that while my brother was still 
walking the floor, and while his back was 
toward the said Lestrange, he, the said Tommy 
Nichols, saw Lestrange pull a pistol out of 
his pocket, point it at and discharge it 
at my brother, and then, before Lestrange 
had time to discharge the second shot he, Nich- 
ols, caught hold of him, and then Lestrange broke 
away from him and ran out of the front door.” 
Walker also added that Nichols had told him that 
Kelly and Michael Kehoe went with his brother 
to the hospital. 

Kehoe, who is 40 years old, and gave his resi- 
dence as No. 341 Water-street, was arrested and 
arraigned before Judge Ford, in the Essex Mar- 
ket court, in the afternoon. He denied that he 
went with the wounded man to the Chambers- 
Street Hospital. Detective Etienne ig 4 said 
that he had taken Kehoe to the hospital, but the 
peopke there were unable to identify him, and 

e added that the probable reason why they 
could not was that Kehoe had had his beard 
shaved off since Saturday. Kehoe was remanded, 

Thomas Walker asked Judge Ford if he could 
not get $130 which was taken from Thomas 
Nichols when he was arrested that belonged to 
his brother, and which was in Capt. Allaire’s 
possession. The Judge said that it prop- 
erly belonged to the father of the dead 
man, but Thomas said he did not want 
his father to have it as he was drinking. 
A young man named Pyen, a barkeeper in a 
saloon on Hester-street, said that William 
Walker had given him $120 to keep safely 
for him early Saturday afternoon, and 
that after the shooting Thomas Walker 
came after it, and he went with him 
to Nichols’s saloon, where Walker said 
that he was satisfied to let Nichols take care of 
the money. Nichols was ‘brought in from the 
prison and said that the money was 
not William Walker’s, but belonged to 
him. Judge Ford asked, “How came it 
to. be yours?’ Nichols straightened up 
and, in a defiant voice, replied, ‘ That 
is a question I decline to answer.” Thomas 
Walker said, as Nichols was removed: “TI can't 
understand why Nichols should lie so about that 
money. One hundred and twenty dollars of it 
belonged to my brother, and I added two five- 
dollar bills to it and asked Nichols to take care 
of be > order to pay the expenses of my brother's 

urial.”’ 

Capt. Allaire showed the money, amounting 
to-$125, to a TIMES reporter last night. From a 
twenty-dollar silver certificate the upper left- 
hand quarter was gone; from a ten-dollar 
greenback about one-eighth of the bill 
in the upper. right-nand corner had 
been torn off, and a_ ten-dollar_ bill 
of the National Bank of New-Haven was badly 
torn in the centre and on the lower left- 
hand edge. The Captain said that these 
mutilations might have been produced in 
@ struggle for the possession of the 
money, or the money might have been 
stolenin that condition. In addition to the $125 
taken: from Nichols there were several Confed- 
erate bills. The police are not inclined to say 
anything about their doings, as they are afraid 
it might interfere with their investigations, 
but it was ascertained last night that they 
had the names of four boys who were playing 
in front of No. 139 Hester-street when Walker 
was shot, and ail of them heard the report of the

The body of Walker lay in an icebox in his 
father’s home at No. 18 Hamilton-street last 
night, and the small rooms were filled with 
peovle who were “ waking” him and the air 
was dense with tobacco smoke.

ALREADY AT ODDS. 


A CURIOUS PHASE DEVELOPED BY THE 
NEW LABOR PARTY. 


A meeting of the Labor Party Associa- 
tion, or, as it is now known, the Progressive 
Democracy, of the Fourteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict. was held last evening at No. 257 East 
Tenth-strect. One feature of their proposed 
constitution promises to cause serious discus- 
sion and perhaps dissension between those mem- 
bers who still have some religious belief and the 
atheistic Socialists and Anarchists who have fig- 
ured so prominently inthe Henry George cam- 


aign. 

* William McCabe, on behalf of the Committee 
on Constitution and By-laws, read a draft of 
principles. The preamble contained a clause 
stating that the members acknowledged the 
fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of all 
mnen. Then followed other declarations, re- 
affirming the platform adopted at the opening 
of the George campaign, and declaring in favor 
of equal property rights, the abolition of class 
distinctions, the necessity for every man to per- 
form labor, and other theories that have been 
advocated by Henry George and various bodies 
of workingmen. The constitution further pre- 
scribed that every member was to pledge his 
honor to abide by the decision of the majority so 
longas he remained in the organization, and to 
report all evidences of treachery. 

t was decided to take up the constitution sec- 
tion by section. When the preamble was taken 
up Mr. Koenig, the organizer of the district, ob- 
jected to the clause acknowledging the father- 

ood of God, claiming that many persons promi- 
nent in the movement, particulariy among the 
Germans, did not believe in God at all. George 
Block, the Secretary of the Central Labor Union 
Campaign Club’s Executive Committee, who is 
identified with the Socialistic Party, moved that 
the clause be stricken out on the ground that 
many workmen were atheists and did nut want 
religion in politics. 

He was interrupted by an Irishman who called 
out, “‘ We do believein God, and we want to 
leave the clause in.” 

Vice-Chairman Engel was asked to translate 
the clause into German for the benefit of the 
German part of the audience. He did so. and 
went on to say to the Germans that the clause 
was objectionable, and that he aiso did not. be- 
lieve in God. Here several German Socialists 
jumped up and clamored for the exclusion of any 
reference to the fatherhood of God from the pro- 
posed constitution. Mr. Block again argued 
against the clause, and the Irishman again in- 
terrupted him with, - If you don’t believe in God 

ou’re no good. Let the constitution stand as it 


Mr. McCabe declared that he did believe in 
a God, even if he did not believe in many of the 
men who pretended to teach of Him, but prac- 
ticed the doctrines of Mammon. The emancipa- 
tion of the workingmen would never be accom- 

lished until they acknowled the existence of the 

‘ather of all. The workingmen had already en- 
listed the sympathy of several elergymen and 
churchmen iu their movement, and they must 
get the church on their side. 

After some argument a motion was made and 
carried to table the preamble until the Execu- 
tive Committee and other districts should be 
heard from.

CABLE STREET RAILWAYS. 


WHY THE PUBLIC WOULD NOT BENE- 
FIT BY THEIR INTRODUCTION HERE. 
A correspondent of the Commercial Ad- 

vertiser, who has been making a study of the 

methods and results of the cable system for 
street railways in Kansas City and San Francis- 
co, gives the result of his observations in a let- 
ter from the latter city. He finds that the cost 
of carrying passengers by the cable system is 
less than by horse power, “ but,’’ he remarks, 

“if the Broadway, Third-avenue, and other 

principal New-York lines were changed to cable 


roads the savings made in expense would bene- 
fit nobody except the stockholders of corpora- 
tions which already pay enormous dividends. A 
second advantage in the cable system is that 
larger cars, seating more passengers, can be 
hauled, but here again. unless authority of some 
kind should intervene, the companies would 
take all the advantage to themselve by running 
fewer cars than now and packing them as badly 
as ever.” 

Regarding the matter of speed the correspond- 
ent says: ‘Except in going up steep hills, such 
as do not existin New-York, thee is not a cable 
car in 8an Francisco which attains the speed of 
a Third or Fourth avenue carrunning up the 
Bowery or a Broadway car in the evening when 
Broadway is clear. In more crowded streets the 
speed of horse cars is less only because of ob- 
structive traffic in the roadways. and such traffic 
would equally delay cable cars if we had them. 
To convert our principal lines of horse cars into 
cable roads would not increase rapidity of 
tratiic, but diminish it rather. The horse cars 
are slower than our Bowery lines, but the 
fully hold their own in competition wit 
the cable cars that traverse the same street. 
I should say that a Fourth-avenue car in the 
Bowery would beat both by a minute in the mile. 
To sum upthe whole matter, the conclusions 
made here with great care are that to look to the 
cable system as one likely to afford New-York 
more rapid transit than that provided by the 
horse cars is idle, and that the advantages to be 
gained by the substitution would all go tothe 
street car companies, benefiting the public in no 
imaginable way, unless care were taken to place 
upon the cable franchises such conditions as 
would compel a reduction of fares and the 
running of as many large cars as there are small 
cars now in operation.”

The Metropolitan Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company is preparing to double its pres- 
ent facilities for down-town service. There are 
now seven “ central” offices for’ points below 
Canal-street, with an average capacity of about 
1,000 lines each.
